for that at this inſtant of death & miſery,it is like that ſuch 
do ſpeak in earneſt & ſobriery of ſpirit, who before in their 
wantonnes im God.lt is remembred of Cains Cal 


gula(that wicked and inceftuous Emperour)chat he was a 


notable ſcorner and contemner of God, and made no rec- 
koning of any other to be God bur himſelfe ; yet this abo- 
minable and wicked Atheiſt, as God left him not ynpuni- 
ſhed(foryy bis iuft iudgement be was ſlaine by ſome of his 
owno :)ſo whileft he liued be was wont(as the Hifto» 
jographers report of bim) at the terrible nqcetings nd 
wg ,not onely to couer bis head, bur alſo ro get him» 
vnder his bed, and there to hide himſelfe for feare, 
annoy you,came this feare ypon him; but that his 
owne conſcience did tell him ( howſoeuer in words per- 
ence be wonkd vretirme ombchtherciare were Bed 
in heau&,able to quaile & caſt down his pride & al the em- 
ours of the world, if he liſted, whoſe thunderbolrs were 
terrible,as that juſtly by his own example he ſhewed, he

againe vpon the earth, and fo behold the exccllent beauty 
and building of this world, they cannot bee (o ſottiſh or 
dull canceited, bur rhey muſt know there was and is a God 
which was the maker 6f therm, and be moued in ſame fort 
to glorifie ſo incomparable and excellent a Creator. Yea, 
the Poers and others haue affirmed of God,that he is Pater 
hominum, the Father of men, to ſhew that men have their 
originall and creation from him: ſo that if we ſhould draw 
our cy the beholding ofche grear world ,and conſi- 
der but (who for his beanty and exce)lency is called 
in Greeke,wicrocoſmor, the little world) ill we ſhall be 
enforced to acknowledge God the Author of vs, the Fa- 
ther & Creator of vs.So true is that which Pax! the Apo» 
file noteth out of the Poet Arartus, which ſaith, that Ziv 
progemies ſumus,We arethe iſſue or of-{pring of God, And 
ascrucitis which he further ſaich in that place,that :» b5ms 
we line mone and haue onr bring. Andtherefore we owe all 
durifull obedience and ſubjeCtion ynto him, which dury 
and nature commands ys to performe in regard of our 
creation. For the ſonne honoureth his father by natural du- 
ty,and all men are nar carried to begratefull co their 
founders to whom they-are ſpecially bound, and whom 
they oughr not to forger,neither will, except chey bre ex> 
treame vnthankefull and diflolure.

cond Temple: which being perſonaly done, was cf far grea- 
ter dignity, and more glory thereunco, then any dignity 
whatſocuer was found inthe firſt remple builded by Sa/o- 
mon. It is therfore manifeſt that the Defrred of all N ati- 


ons,thar is,the Meſſias ſhomldcome whilſt the ſecond Tem- »,,, , .c. 


ple ſtood. And fo doth Daxiet alſo ſhew that the fecond 
Temple {after the building thereof). ſhould not bee de- 
firoyed vntill the Aeſias were firſt come and laine. And 


Malachi the Propher doth alſo molt plainly teſtifie that \,,1 . _ 


he ſhould come during the ſecond Temple. And 1o.indeede 
hee did: for Chrsft eſis came inte the world during that 
ſecond Temple,and did himſelf likewiſe forete} the deſtru- 
ion thereof, cre that generation paſſed, which came to 
paſſe acordingly: for ic was deſtroyed'about 46, yeeres 
after the aſcenhton of our Sauiour into heauen, by Tits, 
ſonne to Veſpa/ian the Romane Emperour, Molt vainely 
therefore doe rhe Tewes or any other expe for a Meſſ3.45 
ro coine,afterthe defiruion of that ſecond Temple. 
Let vs yet moreouer confider the ofolde Ta- 
cob concerning the particular time ofthe Aeſſtas his ap-

neicher beforc nor after his time. That the ſcepter or go» 
uernment was not cleanetaken away,or departed fromthe 
houſe of /«4ab,(after it was once ſerled in ig, inthe perſon 
of King Daxzd)euen til the daies of Herod the kiog is evi. 
dent:for from Daxid(who was the firſt King of that Tribe) 


. vnto Zedechias that died inthe Captiuicy of Babylon, the 


Scripture ſheweth how all the Kings:deſcehded of the 
houſe of /udab : And during the time of their captiuitie in 
Babylon (which was ſcuency yeercs) the lewes wete al- 
waies pertnitted.to chuſe vco themſelues [a goyernour of 
the houſe of Judah (whemthey called Refe 4.) And 
afret their delivery from n,Zorobabel was their go» 
uernour of the ſame tribe,and ſo others aſter him yniil you 
come tothe Machabeer, who were both gouernours and 
Prieſts; tor that they were ofthe mothers (ide of the tribe

For after Hircame, came the afore-namned Hered, 2 
meers ſtxanger,whoſe father (as __—_ well knew, 
reporteth) was called Huripater,and cameout of /dewnea: 
he came into acquaimance and fauour with the Romans, 
parcly by his ſajd fathers meanes (who was, £3 Fy/ſepbus 
faith, a well monied man, induſtrious, andfaGtinns) and

qualities 
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quilkienby which commendacions bee cameat length to 
marry the daughter of Hircanme aforefaid, King of lewrie, 
and by this marriage obtained of his father in law to bee 
chief gouernour and ruler of the Prouince and land of Ga. 
lie vnder him. But Hircane afterwards in a baxcel againſt 
the Parthians, fell into there hands and was taken and car- 
ried priſoner into Parthia, 4 

Herod then tooke bis journey co Rome, and there be ob, 
tained to be created King of Iewry, without any title or in- 
tereſt in the world:tqr that not only his father in law, Hire 
canx,was then living in Parthia;bur alſo bis younger bro- 
ther Ariſtobuls, and three of his ſonnes, viz.( Antigonne, 
Alexander,& Ariftobulus)with diuers others of theblood 
Roy:ll in lewry were aliue alſo. 

Herod then having procured by this meanes to be King 
of Iewrie, procured firli to haue in his hands the King Hir. 
cas, and ſo put him todeath. Hee brought alſoro the 
ſame end his younger brother &rifobx/ae, and his three 
ſonnes likewiſe, He pur ro death alſo his owne wife CMa- 
riamnes which was King Hercann daughter,as alſo Alex. 
andra her mother,and ſoone after rwo of his owne ſonacs 
which he had by the ſame Atariamnes, for that they were 
of the blood Royall of Iuda: and alitrel after that againe, 
he pur todeath his third ſon,named Antyparer.He cauſed 
alſo to bee flaine fortie of the chiefeft Noble men ofthe 


ſame Tribe of Tudah. And 8s Philorbe lew (wholiued at ppits 6b. de 
the ſame time with him)writeth, He pzt to death aft the temp. 


Sanhedrin; that is,the twenty ſeuen Senators or Elders of 
the Tribe of Iadah that ruled the people. He killed rhe chief 
of the {eR of the Pharifies, He burned the genealogies of 
all the Kings and Princes of the houſe of Iadah,and cauſed 
-one Nicolaus Damaſceme, uh Hiſtoriographer, that was 
his ſcruanr, to draw out # for him and his line, 
as though he hed de ftom the ancient Kings of [a- 
dah. Hee tranflated the Priefibood and ſold it to ftran- 
And finally,he, ſorezed, diſperſed and mangled the 
ouſe of Iadah, ia ſach ſort, as no owe 507 of mo 
principahty reue #\Now then wm araigy 
B ing 
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King Herod, and not rill then was the Scepter, that is, the 
gouerment departed from Tudah; and therfore then, and 
not till then, was the Meſſias to appeare,according to that 
prophecie of Jacob, and ſo it came to paſſe accordingly:for 
Chriſt Ieſus the true and vndoubted Meffſias was then 
borne, viz, in the time of Herod King of Iewrie, In vaine 
therfore doe the ewes, or any other, looke for any otber 
Mefſias to come after the daies of that Herod, in whoſe 
time(and not before) was the Scepter and all principalitie 
and gouerment departed vtterly from the houfe of ludah : 
and therfore in his rime, and neither before nor after, was 
the Mcfſias to appeare and come, according to /acobs pro- 
phecie. 

Daniel che Prophet yet goeth neerer to work,and fore- 
ſheweth cuen the very day, and time of the day when the 
Meſſias ſhould be laine for the finnes of che people: for in 
the firſt ycere of Darin, fonne of Ahaſnerns, King of the 
Medes,about the time of the cuening oblatio,he praicd to 
bis God for the people and their deliverance,in as much as 
then he pexcciucd that the ſeuentic yeeres of their captiui- 
tie(foretold by /eremy)were now come to-an end, . 

So Daniel thus praying, about that time of the cuening 
Ohlation God ſent his Angell Garie/ to fignifie avd few 
ynto him, that at the very beginning of his ſupplications, 
the commandement came forth for the returne of the peo- 
pke fr6 their captivity, and to build againe Ieruſalem;and 
ſheweth likewiſe, that as the people: had now been in the 
captiuitie of Babylon ſeuentie yeeres, and then were dcli- 
uered from chat their earthly bondage:ſo it ſhould come 
co paſſe,that within ſeuentie weekes of yeeres,the Meſſias 
ſhould come, who ſhould finiſh wickednes, ſcale vp fins, 
blot out iniquitie, and brigg in everlaſtiog righteouſnefle 
and be adeliuerernotonely frem the.outward, but from 
the ſpiritual Babylon, and kelliſh Egypr..' _= 

The words of the Angel betheſe \-/ Lg the ve-

: Nowit is moſt certaine that theſe ſeuentie weekes are 
to be ynderſtood of weekes of yeereg,and not of daies, for 
that eueax by the Iewes owne confelſſion,as alſo by the 
bookes of E/ara ir is manifeſt, thar go ler 
lalem were many yeeres in building + they were fl 
niſhed, Theſe ſeucatie weekes of yeeres therfore are ſe» 
ben times ſcuencic yeeres which makein a ſumae coal, 
foure hundred and nintie yeeres, withia which time the 
Meſſias ſhould be flaine: for from the going foorth of the 
commandement to bring the people dacke againe, and 
to build leruſalem,(which command-2nent wen foorth 
at the beginning of his @pplications ; which were the firſt 
yeere of Darixe, as the Text fheweth ) vnrothe time that 
Meſſiah the Prince was anointed to preach the King- 
dome of GOD, which was after his bapriſme, when bee

began to be about thirtie yeeres of age) there muſt be ſeuen 
weekes,and threeſcore and ewo weekes.that 1s, fortig and 
nine weckes, which make foure hundred, foureſcore and 
three yecres: which number of yeers being rightly accoun- 
ted from that time of Darin, whereiu the commandement 
went forth,are fully accompliſhed in the fifteenth yeere of 
Tberins («ſar at which time Chriſt Ieſus was baptized 
and anomced bythe ſpirit of God,deſcending down ypon 
him in the forme of a Dove, a voice alſo being heard from 
heauen, ſaying: 7 bsc 5s my belowed Sonne in whom 1] am wel 
pleaſed, 

Yet is there one weeke more to make vp the number of 
ſeuenty,inthe midſt of which weeke th: Mefſiah ſhould be 
flain-, which cameto paſſe accordingly : for in the midit of 
that weeke,that is,abour three yeers & a halfe after Chriſis 
baptiſme, Chrift leſus the true Mefſas was put to deatb, 
and died for our fins, which was in the eighteenth yeere of 
Tiberins Ceſar. In vaine therefore doe the lewes of any 0« 
ther looke for another Meſfias to come, after the daies of 
that Tiberius Ceſar, the Roman Emperour,

ces ſtraight aſter his death by Jeyeboam,and not long after 
8s it were extinguiſhed : neither can they be ynderſtood of 
any terreſtrjall King : but they muſt needs bee vnderfiood 
of an erernall King, which ſhould come of Danid: ſeede. 
The promiſe then made to Dawid for Chrilt to come of his 
ſeed,is againe reps ated after his death by many Prophess, 
and med by God: as in /eyemy, where God yieth 
theſe words ; Behold, the dies comme 01, that I willraiſe vp 
unto Daxid 4 1d rl and hee ſhall raigne 4 King, and 
forall bee wiſe, and ſhall doe indgement and inflice vpou 


earth 
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earth, OI ATE nom. es and ]/r acl ſhal dwel , 
confidently, and thus 1 the name that men ſhall call him, Our» 
inſt God, All this was fpoken of Dawidaboue foure hun- 
dred yeeres after DIid was dead: which prooueth mani- 
feſtly that the promiſes and { were not made ynto 
King Danid,for Salomon his lonne, nor for any other tem- = 
porall King of Dawsd: line, but for Chrift,who was parti. 
cularly called the ſonne of Daxid: for that Danid was the 
firſt King of the Tribe of /»dah, and not otely was Chriſts 
progenitor in the fleſh, but alſo did beare his type and fi. 
gure in many other things, For which cauſe likewiſein E- - 
zechiel (who liued about the ſame time that Jeremy did) 
the Mefſ1as is called by the name of Daxid himſelfe : for 
thus ſaith God at that time, to Ezechiel : 1 will ſane my Ezech 
flocks neither ſhall they an gots left tothe ſpoile: I will 0 
ſet ower them a ſhepheard and he ſhall feede them, enen D a= 
mid my ſernant he fall feede them, and he ſhall be their ſhep= 
heard, & I will be thetr God,and my ſernuant Danid ſhall be 
their Prince.1n which words, not oncly we that are Chri. 
ſtians, buc the latter Iewes alſo themſclues doe confeſle in 
the Thalmud, that their Mefſhas is called Dawid, for that 
he was to deſcend of his ſeede. 

Now then let vs ſee whether Teſus Chriſt our Lord did 
come of the ſeede of David, as was foretold the Meſſias 
ſhould. It is plaine that he did, for neuer any man doubred 
or denied, but that Teſus was direQly of the tribe of /ndab, 
and deſcended lineally,by bis mother,of the only houſe of 
Daxid (as was foretold he ſhould : ) which is —_—_— 
molt cleerly by the two genealogies & pedegrees (er down Luke 3, 
by Saint mes Saint ac of the blefſed Virgins Matth. 1, 
whole deſcent from Dawid & o/eph,that was of the lame 
tribe and kindred with her: for according to the law of the 
Jewes, they vied to marry in their owne tribe. And there» 
fore the Euangelifts ſhewing che line of /oſeph, doe there- 
by alſo declare the 1; and ftocke of Mary, (the mo- 
ther of leſus)as beingarlitg then ſufficiently knowne yn- 
toall,though they ſpeake no more. 

Secondly, — theie repaleing vracoBerd-

Thirdly,ir may appeare by this, for that the Iewes who 
ſought out al exceptions they could againſt him, yer neuer 
excepted this,nor alleaged againſt him,that he was not of 
the houſe of I»ds, nor of the houſe of Danxid : which they 
would never haue omitted, if rhey might haue done it with 
any colour:for ſuch a ſpeech(if it could truly haue bin ſpo- 
ken) would eaſily haue conuinced our leſus not to bee the 
truc Meſſias, But it appeareth they never doubred of this, 
Yea, I adde further,that it remaineth regiſtred in the ewes 
Thalmud it ſelf,that Ieſus of Nazareth crucified was of the 
blood Royall, from Zvrobbabel of the houſe of Dauid. 
Wherewith agreeth that ſaying of Pau/the Apoſile,where 
he reſtifieth thus ; /e/i« Chriſt w.ts borne of the ſeed of Da- 
wid according vnto the fleſp,thowgh he were alſo the Sonne of 
God in power according to the ſpirit of Santlification, 

. That the Mother of Teſus was a Virgin, is plentifully 
teſtified by the Evangel:ſts:and that ſothe Mefſias Mothes 
ſhould be,rhe Scriptures of the Jewes do ſufficiently ſhew, 
For in E/ay 7.14. it is told as a'ſtrange thing ro King A- 
chas(and lo it is indeed)that a Virgin ſhould conceiue and 
bring forth a Sonne, and they ſhould call bis name FEma- 
nel, that is, God with vs. Which could not be ſtrange, if 
the Hebrew word inthat place did fipnifie onely a yourg 
woman (as ſome later Rabines doe afficme ) for that is no 
ſtrange or new thing,but common & ordinary for young 
women to conceiue and beare children : wherefore the 
Septuagint doe rightly tranſlate the word Parthener, 
which properly CG fully fignifieth a Virgin, and ſo did alſo 
the Elder ewes vaderfiand it,as Rabbi Simeon wel noteth. 
And Rabbi Hoſes Hadarſan ( of fingular credit among 
tho Iewes)vpon theſe words of the Plalme; Truth ſhal bud 


forth 
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forth of the earth, ſaith, that it is not ſaid, Truth ſhall bein- Rab. Moſer, 
gendred of the earth, but Trath ſhall bud forth ; to ſignifie Hada in 
thereby,that the Mefſias(whois meant by the word rrwth) P14:

mother of the Mefſias ſhould be a Virgin,may further ap= 
peare inthe prophecie of Jeremy, where God faith, [will 
worke 4 new thing vpou earth, A woman ſhall inuiron or 1n- 
cloſe a man: which were no new thing,but vſuall and won- 
_—_— hee vnderftood of a Virgin that ſhould beare a 
childe, 

6. Now becauſe Chfſt Teſus by the wonderfull workes 
and ſurpaſſing miracles which hee did, being ſuch as no 
man could doe(if hee had beene but a bare man) as alſo by 
his heavenly doctrine, words, and deeds did declare him= 
ſelfe to be the Sonne of God, ſent from the boſome of his 
Father, let vs alſo as wee haue found rhe Mcfſias to bee 
man,ſo ſearch whether hee oughpnot to bee God alſo. The 
ſacred Scriptures of the Iewes giue anſwer,that hee oughe 
to be God alſo, and ſoto be both God andman, Which £7 7-14- 
thing is ſignified by the Propher E/ay awhen he ſaith: They 
ſhall call bus name Emannel, which 1 by interpretation, God £\ay 9.6, 
with 5. Againe,the ſame Eſay teſtifieth, that they ſhall call 
his name wonderfull,counſeller,the mighty God, the enerla- Eſay 4.4. 
fling Father ,the Prince of peace. Againe, by Eſay he is cal- 
led the iſſue of the Lord,and alſo the fruit of the earth,ro ſige . 
mific bins to be both the Sonneof God,and the Sonne of Man. 
And / the Prophet dothreſtific of him, that he ſhall 
be called : |; hteows God,or God our 11 hteouſneſſe. And Ter.2346.& 32. 
God himſelfe faith of him, Thow art my rd day 26, 
Thbegotten thee. And Daxid proueth him plainely to be the Fial-1-7. 
Sonne of God : for though he knew he ſhould come of his

him not onely to be man, but God alſo,euen the ſonne of 

God,the ſecond perſon in the Trinity. This marter is teftifi. 
ed almoſt every where inthe Scripture of the Iewes, arid 

therefore I need no further to amplitie, 

7. Yet becauſe the Jewes do looke for the Meffias to be 

a terreſtriall King which ſhould reigne in Iewrie,and ſub- 

due all cheir enemies with his terreſtriall power and force: 
wherein how groſlely they erre,as che premiſſes do partly 

ſhew, ſo isit not impertinent here to ſpeake ſome what ro 

conuince their ſo grofſe an opiniou, For firſt, the time is 

paſt long agoe wherein the Mcthias ſhould come, and yer 

no {uch terreſtrial King as they dreame of, hath been raig- 
ning in Iewrie : and therefore very experience and know- 

ledge of thetimes might teach them to abandon fo foohſh 

a conceit. Daxel calleth him the eternall King. Micheas 

faith, he ſhall rasgne for exer: which cannot be ſuppoſed of 

anearthly Kingdome. Againe, Arke of me (faith God to 

his Sonne,the Meſſiar)and 1 will gine vnto thee the heathen 
for thine inheritance and the vitermoſt parts of the world for 
thy poſſeſſion. Which words doc (ſhew, that the Meſhas 
ſhould bee an yniuerſall King, to rule not onely ouer the 

lewes,but ouer the Genriles alſo,cuen oner all the world, 

Againe,it is ſaid,rhag be ſoak endure with the Sunne,and be- 

fore the Moone fr ation to generation,he ſhal reigne 
from Sea to Sea vnto the end of the world : All Kings ſhall a- 
dore hins and all nations ſhall ſerxe hims,all tribes of the earth 
foall be bleſſed in hum and all nations ſhall magnific him. And 
it was told Abrahars, that in his ſeed (that 18, inthe Meſ- 
fias which hould come of his ſeede) all Nations of the 

earth ſhould bee bleſſed : how then ſhould hee overthrow 

any Nation for the lewes ſake (as they dreame) when all 
nations were to recciue their bleffing from him?Ia the pro- 

phecy of E/ay,the commiſſion of God his Father ynto him 

38 thus ſer downe: /t u too little that thou be unto me 4 ſer«

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want toraiſe wp the tribes of Tacob,c5- to conmert vuto me the 
preſerued of !ſracl: Behold 1 hane appointed thee alſo tobe 4 
light unto the Gentiles, that thow bee my [alnation vuto the 
vitermot?t parts of the earth. Every where almoſt it is re{ti- 
fied,that the genriles ſhould baue euery way as much inte= 
_ reſt inthe Mefſias as the Tewes,and ſhould be as beneficiall 
ynto them. The Metfias therefore, though he bee termed a 
King,and is ſo indeed,yert is to be {uppoled a fpirituall and 
eternall King ( as the Prophets declare him: ) for it is roo 
childiſh and'fond roimagine himto bee an earthly King, 
which ſhould raigne onely in ludea, and bee a great and 
mighty terreſtriall conqueror.Doth not Zacharre (as tou- Zachar.9.

2 
they ſhould looke vpon him after they had pierced or cru- 
cified him? And doth not the Prophet E/ay lay of him,that Elay 53+ 
he gaue his ſoule an offering for finne, dl that hee ſhould 
be led as a ſheepe to the (laughter, and as a Lumibe dumbe 
before his ſhearer, ſo opened not hee his mouth 2 Where 
then is his pompe, when he was to be poore? Where was 
his carthly honor, when he was to be abieR & of no repu- 
ration ? Where was his worldly conqueſt, when hee was 
bimſelfeto be laine > Where ſhould his fleſhly reſiſtance 
be, when he was not ſo much as to offer ir,yea when his e« 
nemies were to leade him to death as the ſheepe to the 
Nlavghter,& as a Lambe dumb before his ſhearer,not ope- 
ning his mouth to ſaue himſelf? Yea,how ſhould the Iewes 
thinke (if they would throughly confider)that the Meffias: 
. ſhould be ſuch aone as they dreame of, when they were 
the men that ſhould purſue him to death, and whom they 
ſhould looke vpon wheathey had pierced him ? 
Theſe things which haue been ſpoken (though in very 
briefe and plaine ſort)are,[ truſt, ſufficient co convince the 
lewes,that our Lord and Sauiour Ielus Chriſt isthar _ 
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of the woman which ſhould breake the Serpents head, 
which deceived Adam and Ewe our firſt parents;and he in 
whom al che Nations of the-carth ſhould be bleſled,and is 
Chriſt the true in al points the very true,certaine,and vndoubted Metis, 
Meffiab:\Ergo, which was fore-promiſed & fore-told by their Prophets : 
Chriſttan Keb- for all things which were fore-told of the Mefſias,do ficly, 


Fes y rue RF+ fully, and only agree to him; and to no other. And therfore 
Iconclude againſt them, that che Chriſtian religion(which 
wee profeſſe,and which wee hold deriued to ys from that 
Chriſtthetrue Meſſias,the author thereof )is the only true

booke of the world, he reſolueth the matter more cleerely, +» 
acknowledging alſo one God ; and ſaith mer:ouer in the 
ſame place,that the multitude of gods was inuented to ex- 
preſſe the power of this one God, by the multitude of his 
Miniſters. Whereby doth appeare,thac belike the foohſher 
ſort of heathens did imagine of God as of earthly Princes: 
for they ſaw that cuery earthly Prince had a great many 
men Miniſters, otherwiſe called ſeruants, and attendants - 
ypon him,chereby to declare & ſhew his power,his mag- 
nificence,and high honorzand therefore they thought like- 
wiſe,that the great and high God could not be ſufficiently 
conceiued of, exceptir were ſuppoſed that he had a great 
number of inferior gods waiting and attending vpon him, 
in like ſort to ſhew his greatneſle and magnificence, This 
opinion of their Maſter concerning one God, Theophraſtus Theoph,in Mi 
and Aphrodiſcus, two principall Peripatericks, doe con. *2. Hex. 
firme atlarge, | _ 
Zeno,the chiefe and Father of all the Stoicks was wone Y 
to ſay(as Ariſtotle himfelfe reporteth)that either one-God, 
or xo God, Which opinion of One God, is auerred cuery 
where by P latarch and Seneca, rwo moſt excellent wri- 
rers, and great admirers of the Stoick ſeueritic. And be- 
fore them by Epitteris, a man of fingular account in that 
ſet, whole words were eſteemed Oracles ; Dicendum ante 
omnia,unum eſſe Deam,omniaregere, ommbiua promidere : 
Before all things(faith he) we mult afficme that there is one 
God,and that this Gud gouerneth all,and hath providence 
ouct all, 
As for the Academickes, although their vſage was to 
doubt and diſputc every thing,as Cicero ſeemeth to doe in 
his diſcourſe concerning the gods; yer at laſt hee conclu- ©2979 15.de n4 
deth in this point withthe Stoicks, who belceued one God. _—_— w_ 
And as for Secrates,who was the Father and founder of the Lame, in *iea 
Academicke ſe& (and who was iudged by the Oracle of Sora, 
Apollo 
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Apolloto be the wiſeſt man in all Greece) the world doth 
know that he was pur to death for icfting at the multitude 
of Gods among the Gentiles. 
Vide apud Plus All theſe foure ſects of Philoſophers then (who in their 
tarch.de placin, time bare the credit of learning) made(as we ſce)profeſli- 
Phuloſ. Triſmeg. on of one God,when they came to ſpeake as they thought. 
- & i And yet if wee will aſcend vp higher to the dayes before 
_ theſe ſets began, that is, to Pythagoras,and Architas T a= 
rentinus, and before them againe to Aercarius Triſmegi- 
ſts, that was the firſt parent of Philoſophy ro the Egypri- 
ans, wee ſhall finde them ſo plaine and 5 nn heercin,as 
none can bee more. Ir is true that the heathen did honour 
ſuch men as were famous(cither for their valiant aQts,their 
fiagular invention in martrers, their good turnes to others, 
or their owne rare gifts and qualities aboue others) with 
theirtitle of Gods, bur yet they belecued not that thofe 
men were gods : yea they kyew them to bee noother then 
mortall men, which thing Trs/megytus ſheweth, when he 
Triſmin peman, (aith;Deos no nature ratione,ſed honor cauſa nominamis : 
c4p.2.3-4 5c. We name them gods, not in reſpeRt of cheir natures, but 
————— for honours ſake. That is, wee call them gods,nor for that 
j we thinke them to be ſo,but becauſe ynder that title, wee 
would honour ſome famous acts, or rare parts and quali. 
Cicers, bizopinis i which were in them. Ciceys likewiſe teſtifiech the ſame 
concerning the in theſe words : The life of man (ſaith he) and common cu- 
gods of the Pai- ſhone, hawe now receined to liſt vp to heanenly ſame & good 
mums, wil ſich my as for their good tmrn-2 are accounted bxcellent : 
and hereof ut commeth, that Hereales, Caftor, and Pollax, 
Perſeus, bis opi- Aeſtulapins and Liber,( which were but men ) are now rec 
niew.Herodylub,x koned for gods. Perſens likewile Zenoes (choller reftifierh 
the ſame.And therefore did the Grecians truly thinke, who 
as Herodotus reporteth) thought that their gods (whom 
= ſo called) were no c Noa at firſt then wad > men,and 
ſois the common opinion of all. And when men and wa- 
men that were famous , excellent, and ſurpaſſing others 
died ; becauſe the memorie of them ſhould not die with 
them, but remaine as prefidents to follow, or as perſons to 


be admired at; thoſe that were living could not bee con-

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tent to honour thera with the title of Gods and goildeffes, 
but alſo would needes have their pictures or Images 
drawne. and fet vp ſomewhere for poſteritie to beholde, 


Hereof it came, that they after a while beganne(as mans 7, beginning of 
natarall corrupt inclination is too prone that way) to giue 1dolatry. 


honour, and trodoe reuerence vnto them: and not ſo con- 
rented, they proceeded further, and builded Altars and 
Temples voto ther, and at lengrh contecrated Prieſts,and 
appointed certaine rites ceremonies, and ſacrifices ro bee 
done there. The Divell hereupon raking occafion ad fir 

unitie, (purpofing alwaics to ſeduce the world & 
to bold chem incrror ſo farre forth as he might)entred at 
kft imcothoſe Altars(which were dedicated to thoſe men) 
and ynder the names of thoſe me ,made way to hane him- 
felfe worſhipped(in flead of the crue God ). For true it is 
which the facred Pfalme witnefſerh; That the Gentiles [#- 
crificed their founes and daughters unto diwels. And which

their deluſion ſhould bee rhe fironger, vader the names of 
thoſe men they would yeeld forth awſwers ro ſach as came 
to demaund any jons of them and thoſe their anſwers 
were written by their Pricfts,and called Oracles:and with 
ſuch Nights thoſe divelliſh ſpirits bewitched the world, 
and decciued them. Of which cheir Oracles more ſhall be 
ſpoken hereafter, 'Buz bere fieſt I make chis argument #-

They which(howſoezer ignorantly ) worſtip dinels,art far 
from the true Religion: Us is plane. 
but the Gentiles wor ſhipped diwels: Exgo,E&c. 
That the Gentiles worſhi (not God)may 
appeare, firſt by this resfon, for thar theſe their gods al- 
lowed(yea requied)aot beaſts, but men to bee ſacrificed 
vato them,delighting themſelues in ſuch infinire murtbers 
and manſlaughters,as were moſt cruell and vnnetural,fig- 
nifying themſclues co bee thereby appealed, wherein _ 


Pold de In- 
wen. lib.5.cap.s. 
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is moſt diſpleaſed. For (as Polydor Uirgil hath colleRed 3 
the people of Rhodes ſacrificed a man to Sarwrne. In the 
Iſland Salamis,a man was ſacrificed to Apranalas. To Dio- 
medes in the Temple of P a4a5,a man was offered, who be. 
ing thrice led about the Altar by young men,was at laſt by 
the Prieſt runne thorow with a ſpeare, and put into the 
fire and burnt. Among the people of Cyprus, Tencrns (a- 
crificed humane facrificevnto /[wper,and left the ſame te 
poſteyjtic to follow: To Diana likewiſe humane factifices 
were offered, The like was done'to He/ia and Teatatth; 
Amooglit the Egyptians, three men a day which were 
ſought our(if they were cleane)were ſacrificed to /uns. 
R the Lacedemonians they were wont to ſacrifice 
a men to. Mars. The Phenicians in the calamitous times 
of warre and peſtilence, were wont to facrificevnto S4- 
tewrne,their deereſt friends. The people called Curete (acri- 
ficed children vato Sarwrne. Art Laodicea a Virgin was (a- 
crificed to Palias, And amongſtthe Arabians, euery 
a child was ſacrificed and buried vader the Altat, Alfo 
the Theacians, Scythians,the Carthaginians,and almoſt 
all che 'Grecjans(cſpecially whea they were to goe to 
ware) ſacrificed a man. All barbarous Nations taue 
done the like: yea, the Frenchmen and Germans : yea, 
the Romans themſelues did the like ſacrifice, as namely, 
to: Saterne in Falic,'a man was ſacrificed, at the Altar : 
and not onely fo, but-hee alfo to be caſt downe from a 
bridge into the river Tyber. Diony/ins Haticarnaſſens wri- 
teth,that Zupiter and Apollo. were marucilous angrie, for: 
that the tenth part of men were not ſacrificed vnto them} 
and qherefore loaght. they revenge vpon Italy, Driodorws 
reporteth, that the Carthaginians when they were oaer- 
come of Agathocles King ofthe Sicilians, thought 'their 
godsto be angry with theayatid therfoce to appeaſe them, 
{acrificed vptothermtwo. hundred of the Noble, mensſons 
ata time, O monſtrous crucky'! Who then can pofſiblie- 
bee perſwaded otherwiſe, bur that theſe gods of the Gen-/ 
tiles (which they thus worſhipped & facrificed vato) were 
mecre diuels,confidering that ſuch monſtrous,yokind, 8&

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yonaturall. laughters. of men{ which muſtneedes offend 
God; the more)were the appeaſements of theirangerand 
wrath ? ' | 

Againe, theſe Gods of the Gentiles werenot onely wel 
ys with the ſacrifices of the blood of mE, but alſ{quvel 

iked and allowed of fornications, adulcerics, and all vn- 
cleannes:for at Alexandria the Image of Sarwrue was mot 
deuoutly worſhipped, whoſe Prieſt Tynennas by name; 
brought certaine Matrons of the Citie zwhich he had ſeles 
Etedout vnto that Image or Idol, as being ſent for by their 
god; and there when the lights were put our, had to doe 
with them in the name of that their god. Alſo among:rhe 
Naſamones it was the cuftgm that the Bride the feſt night 
after her mariage-ſhoold; he with all che/gueſts,in honour 
of the goddeſle Yenwe.l thexfore concludegthat zhoſegods 
of the Gentiles wbichdelighted inthe Aavghter of men, 
and lkewiſe in their filthjnefle & vocleannes, mult needes 
. bediuels; for the kiad and rightcous-God can abide none

Who for that be had beene much delighted with Oracles, 
rii,e> de atiff- and more deceiued,wrote alloa (peciall booke in the end 
cabus malefic. ef their falſchoods and lies;and yer ſhewerth,that in many 


things whereinchey were deceiued,it was not eafie to con- 
uince chem of open falſchood, for-that (cunningly) they 
would inuolue their anſwers(of purpoſe) with ſuch obſcu- 
rities, zqiuecations,amphibologies,and doubrfulneſle, as 
that alwaies they would leave ehemſelues a corner where- 
into ſfauerheir credits. As forexample, when Creſie that 
famous and rich King of Lydia, confulved with the Oracle 
of eFpoilo, whether he ſhould'\make warre againſt the Per- 
ſians,and rhexeby obraine their Empire z the Oracle gaue 
enſwere thus : If Cre/#s without feare ſhall paſſe ower Ha- 
t5:;,(which was a rxver that lay betweene him and Perſia ) 
be faaltbring to confuſion a great and rich K wgdome. Vpon 
which words Crew paſled ouee his armie, io hope to get 
Perfia:bur be loft Lydia his owne Kingdome, and was de- 
ceiged by-that vncertaine Oracle. 

- Like 'aoſwer gaue the Oracle of Apolio to Pyrrbus King 
of Epirus, demaunding whether hee ſhould proſper inthe 
war -againft the Romans : for jt was delivered in theſe 
worts, Aio te Kacida Romanos vincere poſſe : 1 ſay that the 
ſon of Exoms the Romanes rhay overcome. Vpon which O. 
nacle, PyrrEnthe ſorne of Xacws thinking to be the cone 
querour, was himſelfe vanquiſhed by che Romans, 
 Amumber more ſuchOracles there were, wherewith the 
world was deceived; that cruſted them : but I need not 
zecite them for(as itappeareth)rhe Oracles and atfwers 
which wn bro gavefoorth in marters furure 
andmeerely commingent, were ſuch as might be token and 
conſtrued rwo waies : xnd: therefore their worſhippers (if 
they had been wiſe to have nored there and de- 
ceirfull anſwers, conining no cerraintic at all)they had 
beeac as good-neuer 1oTome at them ro<aquire of any

matter future : for they igaous as * 
whereby they boa rr vr por rue 
ued as they were at firſt, and ſo depart home as wiſe as they 
came,or rather more fooles then wh& they went. Bur what 
might bee the reaſon why theſe dinels or divelifh ſpirirs, 

nocertain anſwers totheir in theſe mat. 
eers fucure, whereof chey were ? 

The reaſon is manifeſt: for no doubt they wouldif they 
could; thac ſo their credic might hane beene the more. Bur 
it was athing notin their power, bur only referued ynro 
God, to know and foretell certainly the rbings that are to 
come: for herein God prouckerh all the gods ofthe Ger 
tiles co make triall and.cxperience of their power,in theſe 


wordz:Derlare onto v:( faith he) what ſhell enſine hereafter, Elay. 4.23,

and thereby we ſhall know that yee are pods mdeed. 
ſhewerh that the certaine forecelling of things future, doch 
manifeſt a diuine power, wherof diacliſh ſpirics are 
not partekers: for had theſe wicked ſpirits ſuch a 
in them,as certainely to know and forerell ſuch things as 
were to comgzom of all doubt they wovld then have 
ſuchcerraine, plaine,and vadoubred Oradles and anſwers 
in this behalfe, as would haue purchaſed them 
credit in all che world. But now the falſehood and yncer- 
taintie and deceitfulnes of them, have got them juſtly per- 
_ diſcredit in all the world, and manifeſted the'to 

no better then lying ſpirits, whoſe worſhippers were 
miſcrably deluded by them ; as euen the Heathen them 
oo" ne eee briefly Teruft ſufficiently, dif 

Hauing thus briefly, yet I rruft ſufficiently, diſprooued 
the religion of the Gentiles, as being acruell,wicked, falſe, 
lying, and deceirfull religion, having in itno certainerie at 
all whereupon men might reſt, or themſclues ; ir re- 
maineth now that I and proene againſt them the 
truth of the Chriſtian religion, which wee profeſſe. Where 
the firſt argument, toſhew the powerfull and vndoubtcd 
truth thereof, ſhall be this : namely, the confeſſion of the 
gods of the Gentiles, that is, of Diuels and helliſh Spirirs

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- their owne worthippers,eſpecially whe the time of Chriſt 
his appearing iu the world(who d be the light of the

all *ebc. Alas that fpirit will enforce me ſportly to leaue this

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' Attenuabit omnes Dess terre, (hall weare out all the gods Soph.a, 
of the earth. The truth-whereof, all the world doth now ſee 
cleerely to be certaine and vndoubted by the event. 

The Oracles and anſwers of theſe gods;cuen in Cicerees  . 
time (as Cxcero bimſelfe witneſſeth, who lived ſomewhar _ 
before the comming of Chriſt )began to ceaſe: and ac laſt ©" 
by little and lictle they ceaſed altogether,and were vrterly 
extinR. It is reported that in Egype(when Chriſt was there 
wich /z/eph and his mother A{avy)all the Idols of that foo- — 
liſh and ſuperſtitious Nation fell downe of their owne ac- _ 
cord, Afterwards, in the time of the Emperour Adrias, 
all ſacrificesvnto thoſe gods ceaſed, as alſothe Oracles of 
Apollo and all other Oracles became dumbe. Wherefore 
Tuxenal (aith, Ceſſant oraru/a Deiphi,char is, The Oracles luvenel. 
ceaſe ar Delphos. And anocher Poer ſaith ; 
E xceſſere omnes adyti« ariſquerelitta, ; 

Dy ,quibus imperrum hoc fteterat, c&-c.that is: A) the gods 
whereby this Empire Rood, haue departed from their 
Temples,& lefc their Altars and place of their habirarion. 
Plutarch affirmeth the like, & is much buſted to ſearch our pj,,och. ue 
the cauſe and reaſon of the ceafing of their Oracles,who deeds waar 
being a Heathen was much troubled bere with, ghefſing ay foram.

done accordingly. As alſo the Gentiles might haue know» 
ledge ofthis Me(ſias,eicher by accefſe intothe Tewiſh coun.

For he was promiſed to Adam,the firft man that ever 
God made,vnder the name of the ſeed of the woman, that 
ſhould breake the Serpenes head:he was foretold to Abra- 
bam;that he ſhould come of his ſeede,in whom all the Na- 
tions of the earth ſhould be blefled.

fhould be the expeRationof the Genriles. God telleth Xo- 
ſes of him, and foreſheweth to him, that he ſhould bee the 
Prophet, whoſe voice all ſhould heare and obey,&c. Con- 
fidering then that he is come, and that he is the very ſame 
that was foretold by the writings of Moſes,and by the He- 
brew records, which are the moſt ancient Records inthe . 
world,l conclude,that his religion(whereof hee is the au- 
thor) is the onely true religion. 

The antiquity of the Hebrew hiſtory to be long before 
all other,is acknowledged by the Heathen themmſelues,and 
therefore I need nox —_— it:onely this | ſay,that Ewpo» 

odoe ſay,thart letters (which are the 
beginning of, words that ſhould bee written ) were firſt 
found eur by Xoſes,& by him deliuered to the Iewes,and 
that the Iewes taughc them co the Phenicians, & that laſt- 
ly,the Grecians recciued them of the Phenicians:& there- 
fore the Hebrewes muſt needs be they amongſt whom the 
firſt & moſt anciet Records of the world were to be found, 
2s Prolomy alſo King of Egypt did fide and affirme , and 
therefore made of the Hebrew Scriptures. Now then 
for as much as the Hebrew writiogs and hiſtories bee the 
moſt ancient,they muſt alſo needs —_— rrue,io 8s 
much as in themlſelues they all agree in a (weere harmonie, 


them:yea,ifmen 
wil be ſo incredulous as to dotibr of Afoſes hiſtory(becauſe 
it is ſo ancient)why may they nor(with as good reaſon al- 
ſo) doubr of any other hiſtoric which is ancient, and lon 
before their times?Bur becauſe ſore are of fo lictle beliei:

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(alchough the biſtory do ſufficiently giue creditts it ſelfe ) 
for better ſeelivg of their mindes in this behalfe, I will 
riefly ſhew, that even the heathen Hiſtoriographers and 
writers dec confirme the ſame, that ſo the credit and reve- 
rence due ynto AMoſer,may be reſerued,& wicked tongues 
that barke againſt bim may be Ropped. The very heathen 
and profane writers themſelues that ſpeake of CIoſes, 
ſpeake of him moſt reverently; in ſo much, that Trebeliru 
Pollio ſpeaking of Moſer, Splum Des familiarom vocet : 


liar. Cornelius T acitxs altbough hee ſpeaketh what be can 
againſt ihe religion of the Iewes, yet cannot diſcredit 3ſos- 
ſes hiſtory,bur is enforced to conteſle (according to the hi- 
ftorie written by Afoſer)chat after there were botches and 
ſwelling ſores ſent into the land of Egypt, which were 
noyſome both to men and beaſts, che King of Egype then 
tooke order,that the people of the Hebrews ſhould go out 
of his land, and depart whither they ſhould bee directed. 
Procopins alſo mentionerh Joſbna,the ſonne of Nun, Moſes 
ſucceſſor,and ſaich,that the people of Pheenicia,for fearc of 
Joſona,and of the Iſraclices, left their owne Countrey,and 
departed into Africke : hee mentioneth likewiſe the lebu- 
fires,Gergeſites, and the other people named in the facred 
Bible. Orphers, one of the moſt ancient writers next to 
HMeoſes,& an heathe,doth mention the two Tables of tone 
whereinthe law of God was written, and wiſheth moreo- 
* uer,all ſuch as be ſtudious of yertue, to learne out of his 
verſes divine knowledge : #hereby (ſaith be) they aall on- 
derſtand &- know the author of the world, which i ane God, 
which created all things, cheriſveth all chings, nouriſpeth al 
things who 1 not ſeen with mortall eyes,but us perceined one- 
ty by the minde:which doth no hurt to mortal men,in ſo much 
Eo cauſer and procarer of all good things. Further» 
more he adderh, that ne natural man bath ſcene God at any 
time except only 4 certaine moſt godly old nan that came of 
the Caldeans (viz. Moſer.) Atlalt hee concludeth wi 
this ſaying;T hat he had learned theſe things out of the monu-

6 None can diſcredit Afo/es,nor the Plalms,nor any of 
the Prophets amG6gt the Iewes, but they muſt withall diſ- 
credit Chriſt: for Chriſt ſaich thus of himſelfe,cthat «7 
muſt be fulfilled which were writt# of him in Moſes, the Pro- 
phets,and the Pſalmes. Againe,hee ſendeth ſuch as would 
know of bim whether hee were the true 1Meſ{as,ro the 
Scriptures of the lewes, ſaying thus :Search the Scriptures 

for they are they that tefbifie of mee,So'thar Chriſt, loſes, 
che Pialmes,and the Prophets,in a word,the whote Cano- 
nicall Scriptures of the lewes doe goe arme in arme,& be 
linked together like inſeparable friends that will not bee 
ſundrecand therefore the one isalwayes aproofe for the 
other ; as likewiſe a diſproofe of the truth of the one,is a 
diſproofe of the other : and therefore is ir,that though the 
incredulous Iewes be ſo falfe in friendſhip,as that they wil 
not(chrough vnbeleefe)take part with the Chriſtians, 

the Chriſtians be more firme,and wilhhold with the Scrip- 
tures of the lewes tothe death. Now if there were no more 


to the Diuinitie of Chrift, bur the great & wonder» 


full miracles which be did(forne whereot were ſuch,as ne- 

ver any did before, nor could doe but God onely )it were 
ſufficient to proue him to be the Sonne of God,and that he 
camefrom the boſome of his Father. The great & many 
miracles that he did(being famous not onely in Ludea,bur 
in all the Romane Empire, and fo ouer all the world)are 
and-wereſuch as none of the Heathen date doe,or can de- 
aze;burall And therfore I c6dude, that the 
Chriftian religion, —_— from ſo diuine a power,8& 
from one whoſe workes and wonders are aboue all the 
world, is the moſt vndoubted crue Religion. 

*7 'Chrift did never any burt 6n earch, bur hee did mar- 
ucilous much good,hee healed allmanner of diſeaſes hee” 
cauſedthe dhmbe to (peake, the halr to goe, the blindeto' 
ſex,6& the deafe ro heare: he tilled the —_—_— winds 
and ſeas, gave ſight ro bim that was borne blind,raiſed the 
deadto lite againe,calt our Diuels knew mens mg 
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and did ſuch workes 8s no man could doe, except God 
were with him, yea,except himſelfe were God. Moreouer, 
his life was ſuch,as none was able to accuſe him of any 
ſmae,ſo pure and ynreprooucable was hee. Againe,the 
doRrine hee taught was farre from a worldlie ſpirir, being 
woſt heauenlie, moſt innocent,and moſt diuine,for never 
any man ſpake as he ſpake,nor with ſuch authority. Again, 
he alwaies pronounced that he ſought not his own glorie, 
(which deceiuers are wont to doe )but the glorie of his fa- 
ther ; and as he ſpake Aoit was indeed. The whole courſe 
of his life and death, reſurreion,and aſcenſion doth ſhew 
the ſame : For when the Iewes would haue made him an 
earthly King, hee would none of it, but conueied himfelfe 
away, Iohn 6.15. teaching his Minifters to doe-the like : 
Luke 22.25-26 : for hee proclaimed that - kis kingdome 
was not of this world, John 18.36.but that he came to doe 
the will of his Father. Ouer and aboue all this,bee was the 
greateſt Prophet that cuer was,and forerold diuers things 
(as namely, that be ſhould bee crucified ofthe Tewes,and 
the third day riſe againe: that Ieruſdlem and the Temple 
ſhould be deſtroyed ere that jon paſſed: thar afcer 
his aſcenfion,the bolic Ghoſt come vypon his Diſ- 
ciples aſſembled at Ieruſalem,and divers others)all which 
the world doth know came to paſſe accordingly.And no» 
thing which hee hath ſpoken, bur it ſhall bee performed : 
far was neucr any fraud whithia bis lips, er falſe. 
hood within his tongue. And therfore 1 conclude,that the 
Religis of bim(who was moſt holie in his life, moſt harme- 
lefſe towards others, moſt bountifull rowards all, moſt

They (as all men know) were reputed and 
knowne to be volearned men, but onely that they were 
taught and inftrufted by the Spirit of God, which (accor- 
ding to the promiſe of Chrift Maſter)art the time ap- 
pointed, deſcended downe vpon them, being aſſembled ar 
leruſalem; by which ſpiric they were inabled to ſpeake all 
languages,and imboldened to preach bis Goſpel andreli. 
gion in ſuch ſort, and with ſuch puiſſage and divine wile- 
dome,as none ſhould be able to refift thar ſpirit they ſpake 
by, howſocuer their perſons might be bindred, moleſted, 
vexed and perſecuted, This,cuen this is a wonder of won- 
ders, and an infallible demonſtration of the divine vertue 
of the Chriſtian religis, that it hauing ſo few to publiſh ir, 
and ſuch as they were,& being incountred by all che Prin- 
ces & Potentates of the world, it ſhould notwichſtandi 
ſo firangely prevaile,as within a ſhort rime rohentoachs 
by 6 read over the face of the whole earth, Who catinow 
&, war da it was proteted,& preuailed by the "_ 
God? forthe power of all the world was againſtirz and 
the Chriſtian Religion had beene no berrex prots 
God,then by men,alas it had periſhed long ago;yea,it had 
never lived yntill this day,but ic had been choaked cuen at 
the ficſt yprifing, and as it were in the cradle or infancie 
therof, Ler all wits therfore throw down themſclues,& ler 
all rongues freely confeſle the divine vertue of the Chriſti- 
an religion, which could aoc be ſtopped or ſuppreſſed: bur 
was ſo mighty, as that the power of all the world, and all 
the divels in hell joi with them, . was not able co Raic 
the courſe and paſſage »bur that jrdid preuaile,and 
that within ſhort ſpace, over all the carth. And therefore 
the Chriſtian Religion(withour all doubt) is the only crue

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merits top mans ſenſe the truth thereof none 
can doubt,except he'will alſo doubt whether the eye doth 
fee, the eare doth heare,and the heart doth vnderftand:the 
euidence thereof is ſo cleere and manifeſt, as thar ir is able, 
if not to congerr, yet to conuince all gainſaiers whoſoeuer, 
and t6 make vs that already profeſſe, firmely ro hold the 
fame 3 knowing for cerraine, that the Chriſtian Religion is 
the only rrue religion in the world, ant! thar ſzluation is no 
where elſe to be ,For runne ouer all the religions of 
the world,and where ſhal you finde any ſo pure, ſo djuine, 
ſo-powerfull, forireculous ? it hath all the fignes, tokens, 
arpurnents and proofes that may be,for the ſplendent truth

for tharrhey would not belecue him to be borne of a Vir- 
gitt. Bur on the other fide, becauſe hee would nor have 
Chriſt robeare credit aboue him, he diſliked that he ſhould 
be called or reputed the Sowne of God. Bur befide the tefti- 
mony of all the former Prophers of the world, both Tewes 
and Gentiles (as is afore ſhewed) who doe all teach, thac 
be ſhould bee the Sonneof God, Swidas doth moreouer - 
conflice this falſe Propher, who reporteth in his _—_ 
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that the Phariſies at Jeruſalem called a Councel tofind our 
the father of Jeſus, They inioined certain wotnento ſearch 
his mother: the women affirmed they found ber Virgin. 
Then was it recorded in the famous Regifter booke of the 
Temple, Jeſus the ſon of God and of Mary the Virgin, This 
proueth, not onely that the mother of leſus was a Virgin, 
(which Aſahomer truly held) bur alſo that Ieſus was the 
Son of God (which Afabomer allowed not.) And indeed 
Mabomets religion is a patched religion, mixr partly with 
Judaiſme, partly with Genciliſce, partly with Papiſme, 
partly with Chriſtianiſme,being ſubcilly conriued for the 
erecting of the ſame, and to bring followers after him, 
whereof ſhall be ſpoken more hereatter, 

The beginning of Afahemers viurpiug, dd of hisſeR, ycuthew Pale, 
was thus; many hundred yeeres after Chrift,namely,in the Maſtexs Cbro. 
yeere of our Lord 5 97.and inthe raigne of Afaxritixe the {b.1 p__ 
E:nperour, when as Gregoruea Magnus was Bifhop 0 
Rome,this Mahomer was borne(being of the line of //mw«- g,;j,. 
el the ſonne of Abraham, by Agarthe bond-woman,ha- 
uing vnto his father one 464ara,and vnto his mother one 
Emma, being very obſcure and baſe parents) in Mecha a 
Citic of Arabia : his parents deceaſed, and lefehim a very 
young Orphan, who in ſhort time by miſadyenture was 
taken captiue.

to bewitch the people, and other tenneyeeres after, with 
roguesand Vegabonds that repaired vnto him, with force 
of Arrmes,with ſword, and ſhedding of bloud, be ſpentin 
ſubduing of Countries. And laſtly, nine yeeres he openly 
and manifeltly enjoyed as a deceiuer, a falſe Prophet, and 
a King ouer thoſe whom he had already infeed through- 
out Arabia. 

Sabellicus writeth, that CMahomets' father was an Hea- 
then,& his mother an Iſhmalice, wherby it came co paſſe, 
that whileſt his mother taught ſomewhat of the religion 
of the Hebrewes; and his father on the other fide the reli. 
gion of the Gentiles, CMabomer (like a dutifull child, but 
not like a diſcreet ſonne Jobeyed both, and that was ſome 
cauſe of thefmixt and patched religion, He had the falling 
ficknes, which tooke him ſocxtreamely,that he grouclled 
along the ground ,and fowed piteouſly at his mouth. His 
wife being of great honour and ſubſtance , bewailed her 
bard hap in matching with a beggerly raſcall, & a diſeaſed 
creature :: bur hee ( with his wily companions) having 
taught a Doue to feede at his eare, wherein hee had put 
graines of corne, perſwaded his wife to be contene , and 
that he was another manner of man then ſhe rooke bimto 
be: namely, that he was 2 Prophet,thar the Spiric of God 
fell ypon him , and that the Angel Gabrielin the forme of 
a Doue came to his care, and revealed to him ſecrets from 
God, whoſe preſence he was not able to abide : and there-= 
fore was it that he ſo proftrated himſelf, & lay in a trance. 
His wife being herewith ſatisfied , ſhee began tochat the 
ſame arwong her Goſlips, ſaying: Say norbing, my burband, 
#44 4 Prophet. The women after their manner (wherof ſome 
of them can keep no counſcll) blazed abroad that Mah 
met was a Prophet,and ſo from wotnen it came to men. 

This being once noyſed , they flocked vnto him from 
all parts of Arabia. He being throughly inſtrufted in Sa- 
tans ſchoole,and well ſeenc in Magicke, obſcrued the pre. 
ſeat opportunitie. The Romans and Perſians then war-

and heathen Emperours , there was a Church of God, is noceraine 
(though not ſeene of them) who had their meetings & aſs or inſcparable 
ſemblics amongſt themſelues (though ſecretly becauſe of **" _ = 
their enemies:) ſo likewile in the dayes of Queene Atary, —_— = 
as alſo in all other times of the perſecution of our Church " 
by the Romiſh Biſhops and their partakers, our Church 
no doubt was, and might be; and they likewiſe had their 
meetings and afſemblies, though both they, and the place 
of their 1cſort were ypknowne to thoſe their perfecurtors. 

In the time of Dioclefan the Emperor (eſpecially)Chri- 
ſtians were ſo waſted, as tothe iudgement of men none 
were remaining,their bookes were burned, the Churches 
deſtroyed, and chemſclues put to death : in the end when 
this great havocke was = 4 and cruelty had waſted and 
deſtroyed all that could be found, there was then the viſi- 
ble Church ? It muſt needs bee then inforced to hide ic 
ſelfe,and ſoit was, and the glorie thereof ſoeclipſed, that 
for a while it ſhined no where. And therefore the Church 
is not alwayes viſible and ſeene to the outward eye , nor 
ſplendent in the faces and hight of men, and yet atrue 
Church norwithfanding, as then it was :for itis the Suo, ,,. 
though it be ſometimes ouerwhelmed with a cloud;and it ,,, alway 
is fire till, though it be ſometime caked yp in embers:and viſible. 
ſothe true Church is and may be , although nor ſcene or 
- knowne tothe world, yea though it ſeeme onerwhelmed 
with tyrannicall malice,and hide it ſelfe as though it were 
cleane extinct.

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face of the viſible Church was then noc in Chriſt and his 
Apoſiles,bur in the Iewes among the Scribes & Pharifies : 
and therefore if viſibiliry bee fach a marke of the crue 
Church, then theſe (who crucified Chriſt) were the true 
Church,and not leſus Chrift and his Apoſtles : which who 
dare affirme? Yea, who will not denie? Yea, when the (hep- 
heard was ſmitcen,and the ſheepe ſcattered,and yer a true 
Church; who can denie buc that a true Church may be, 
though it be not apparantly viſible & ſeene to the world ? 
What ſhall I ay more? Doth not S. /obrin his Reuelation 
reſtific expreſly, That the Church of Chri# (ſignified there 
by a woman)ſugit in ſolitwdinem, fled into a deſert, or wil. 
dernes,where ſhe had a place prepared for her of God,and 
where ſhe could not for a cercaine ſeaſon bee found of her 
perſecutors? Let them further ſhew mee how the Church 
was viſible in the time of E/i4s the Prophet, when he com- 
plained that himſclfe was Jeft alone; © Lord (faith he) they 
hane forſaken thy conenat,they hawe deſtroyed thine Altars, 
and ſlaine thy Prophets with the ſword : and 1 ans leſt alone, 
Elias did not thinke himſelfe to be /ol/us prophera reliflia, 
(as Campiananiwered inthe Tower) I fay he ſpake not of 
himſclfe onely in that reſpeR: bur is this reſpect, that hee 
took himſelfe to be the only crue worſhipper that was lefe 
in Iſrael: which is manifeſt by the anſwer which God gaue 
him : namely,that befides him he had ſeuen thouſand true 
worſhippers yet remaining, which had not bowed chicir 
knee to Baal : I demand of the Papifts,wben E/ias knew 
no other true worſhippers of God but himſelfe, how the 
Church was viſible?for whither he ſhould goto find atrue 
worſhipper he knew not. Againe,it is written in 2 Kin. 16. 
that vnder the reigne of Achas there was taken a patcerne 


'of the Altar of the Idolaters of Damaſcus, and that Yr: 4s 


the high Prieft remoued the Altar of the Lord:whereby ir 
appeareth,that the Priefihood was corrupted, the Altar re= 
moued, and conſequently the ſacrifices ceaſed, &c. What 
viſibility of the true Church could there be in thoſe daies, 
either of Achas, Manaſſes, and other Kings being Idola- 
gers,then the Temple it ſelfe (where onely by the me of 
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God, the Iewes were to offer the ſacrifices ) was polluted 
and defiled with heatheniſh Idolatric > What Church or 
Congregation could any man (in this caſe) haue reſorted 
vnto,to haue performed a true and acceptable ſacrifice vn- 
to God in thoſe times, when the Temple of leruſalem 
(which was the place to worſhip at) would admit no true 
worſkippers,bur onely Idolaters? It is therefore waniſeſt, 
that a true Church may be, though they know nor a con- 
gregation of God toreſort to; yea though it be clote and 
not ſcene or known one to the other,nor yet tothe world, 
And conſequent]y viſibility ( which the Papiſts make a 
marke of the Church)is no perpetuall marke thereof, Yea, 
if ſuch viſibility ſhould bee a marke of the rrue Charch, 
the were the Idolatrous people ia the time of £/;45,inthe 
time of Achas, Manaſſes, and many other Kings of 1ſracl 
that were Idolaters, the erue Church, who indeed were 
the falſe Church : and then were E154s and all other the 
erue worſhippers of God, who had in thoſe times nopla- 
ces left to ſacrifice in, the falſe Church, which is abſurd. 
Chry/o/tome (aith,that in the time of che abomination of de» 


folation ſpoken of by Chriſt Ieſus, in Mat. 24.) that is, in chſoft. ix Mat. 


the time of wicked herefie, which is the army of Antichriſt 24. 
(as heexpoundeth it:) Nul/a probatio poteſt eſſe Chriſtians- 
rats, neque effugium poteſ eſſe ( briſttanorum alind volen- 
tixm cogn!ſ-ere fidei veritatem, niſi ſcripture dinine : No- 
proofe can be made of Chriſtianity neither can there bee any 
#ther reſuge for Chriſtians which are deſirous to know the 
erue faith but onely the dixine Scriptures. And therefore I 
conclude = hich is apparant) that the true Church ſome- 
time is in ſuch a ſtate, as that vifiblenefſe cannot diſcerne 
or prouc it, but onely the dinine Scriptures muſt demon. 
ſtrate and declare it : and conſequently it is demonſira- 
tively manifeſt, thar it is no true poſition of the Papiſts, 
that the Church of God 15 alwaites & emermore viſible ſeen, 
and ſplendent, to the outward eye and view of the world. 
Wherefore the Papiſts doe vs great iniurie, and bewray 
their owne ignorance, when they would haue vs to ſhew 
our Church inall times and ages (which notwithſtending 
per- 
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perhaps may be done)for our Church wasalwaies,though 
it were no ſcene ——_ tothem,bur lay hid and hive 
it ſelfe cloſe from their fury and tyrannie , as the firſt and 
Primitiue Churches did from their bloudie Perſecutors, 
Our Church was then perſecuted in thoſe times when ic 
could not be ſcene, and many then, like conſtant Martyrs, 
endured the tyrannie of chat Romiſh Religion ; ſo that 
ſome were baniſhed, others fled inco other Nations, ſome 
endured martyrdom at home, ſome other hid chemſelues, 
bar the whole Church generally was vexed , and oppreſ- 
ſed. And therefore when our Church was thus perſecuted, 
it is a good argument (Ithinke) to ſay; Wee had our 
Church then and alwaies, though a perſecuted Church, 
though a Church chaſed and purſued , though a Church 
ſcattered, though a Church not ſcene or viſible to them, 
yea though in ir ſelfe.ic were cnlighined from God manic 


—_— namely till the tyrannie of Antichriſt were 


| Secondly, another erronious polition whereby they are 
miſerably deceiued, is this ; They hold the Church cannot 
erre: and therefore ſuppoſe becauſe the Church of Rome 
was ence the true Church of God , therefore it is fonow 
and cuermore. As though there might not be an Apoſtaſie 
in the Church,which S. Pas! affirmeth there ſhould. Or as 
h a particular Church ( for the Church of Rome is 
but a particular Church)could not eric? Yea, as though ge- 
neral Councels(which repreſent the whole Church)could 
not erre: for ſo they affirme, but hoiv truly, let the world 
iudge.And if it may be ſhewed that general Councels baue 
erred or mayerre, then they yecld their cauſe in this be- 
halfe. I wiſh they would for heir owne ſakes: for falſe le- 
ſuites and Seminaries do but decceiue themſelues & others, 
totheir owne confulion inthis world, and except they re- 
pent, inthe world to come.

In the time of Conſtantine that Qrcidian Emperour, Theodor, jb.2, 
was the firſt and laſt Councell of Nice,wherein according ©4186. 
to our Creed was decreed, that Chrift-was God as well as 
man. In the time of Conſtantine (Conflantinns Sonne) fa- 
uoring the errour of the Arrians, it was decreed in the 
Councellof Arrimine, that Chrilt was not God,buc onely 
man.This Councell of Arrifhine did erre(and that grofle- 
ly) ina matter of faith. Ergo, itis palpable that a generall 
GCouncell may erre,cuen in matters of faith. 

Againe, generall Councels haue beene contrary one to 
the other, and rhar in matters of faith : as the Counceil of 
Conſtantinople condemned the ſetting vp of Images in the 
Church:and the Councell of Nice afterward allowed Ima- 
ges.One of them(being contrarie) mult necdes bee erronj= 
ous : Ergo,a generall Councell may ctre.

But what ſhall I need to Rand hereupon? theirowne 
Canon law(as is cuident in the decrees)doth fay expreſly, 
that if the Pope bee found negligent of his owne and his

Againe,the Apoſtle Pax/com- 
mandeth,rhat the word of God ſhould dwell plentifully in the 
people, whereby they might teach themſelues: Col. 3.19.Bur 
the Pope of Rome no his Church alloweth not plentitull 
knowledge of the Word in them, yea Ignorance is the 
knowledge that he would defire them to haue, Whowould 
not iulily ſuſpeRt ſuck a Church, and ſuch arcligion, yea, 
condemne it; when to maintaine & continue their Church 
in errors,they would haue none of the people to ſearch any 
Scriptures, wherby they might be diſcouered?Thus the fal> 
lie Papiſts{ whom 1 picie)are led like blind men they know 
not whither, and with their «mpticrte fides (which is to be« 
leeue (tor their part)they know not whac Jare lamentably 
ſeduced. It is good themſclues ſhould ſce and know whac 
they belecue, and that their faich and belcefe bee right, leſt 
at laſt they be (through ouermuch trult of their ceachers ) 
extrem-ly deceiacd, [he people of Berea were highly com» 
mended, and it is nored torheir praiſe, that they ſcarched 
the Scriptures,to ſee whether choſe things weretrue or no 
which Pasl himſelfe reached: AF-17.For whoſoeuer he be, 
yea though it were an Angel from heauen,if he teach mat= 
ters coatraric to the do&rine of the holy and canonical 
Scriptures, we are to hold him accurſed, yea and accurſed 
ag2ine,2s the Apoſtle of Chritt Icſus S, Paw/ commandeth: 
Gal.1.8.9. 

Againe, the Church of Rome when it tanght and hol. 
deth,chac the Scriptures were to be read ynto the prople 
or congregation in an vnknowne tongue, "what were the 
people the wiſer? Saint Pax would baue al things done to 
edifying in the Church. For ſaith S. Paw; /s qus ſupplet lo+ 
cum indott quomedo ditturns eft Amen ad twam gratiarum 
altionem, quandoquidem quid dicas neſcie? How ſhall be that 
ſupplieth the place of an vnlearned man ſay Amon to / 
thankergining when he vnderitandeth not what tho ſaveſt? 


t Cor.14. And in thee __ Chapter hee viterly _ 


Agtinſt Purge» 
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keth ſeruice in an vnknowne tongue. And therefore if the 
Church of Rome will not confefle their error herein, ſhe is | 
paſt all ſhame, and bath the impudene and ſhamelefle face 
of an harlot, . 

They hauec all deuiſed and defended a place of Purgato- 
ry, wherein all that depart this life be put, and there puni- 
ſhed,(being a puniſhing fice)vntil they helpe to ferch them 
out with their Maſles,and other their inventions and deuj- 
ccs : which they will not doe, not thipke they baue reaſon 
todoe, except they haue good current coine for the ſame, 

And therefore it may be well and iultly called Purgato» 
ric Pick-purſe : and ir is manifeſtly apparant hereby, thar 
wealth and great riches of the Clergy,was the onely marke 
they aimed at, For it hath no warrantin the Canronicall 
bookes of rhe Scriptures : yea, the Canonicall bookes of 
Scriptures ſhew the contrary, and ſo doe the ancient Fa- 
thers.Chrift in the Goſpell, Z«k,16.ſhewerh only but two 
places,namely, Heauen and Hell;laying,that the rich mans 
ſoule(which was vnmercifull to Lazarus) went after his 
death to Hell,and there was tormented, and that Lazarus 
ſoule(he being dead)was carried into Abrahams bolome, 
a place of ioy and comfort, To the Theete which was exe- 
cuted at the Paſſion & ſuffering of Chriſt, and belecued in 
him,Chriſt anſwered, Hodte ers mecnm in Paradiſo : T his 
day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe: Luke 23.43. Which 
ſheweth that the ſoules of the fairhfull neuer come in pur- 
gatory fire to be boiled and puniſhed t for all their fine is 
forgiuen,and conſequently,the puniſhment incidentto the 
ſame, is ſorgiuen alſo, and their ſoules paſſe from death to 
life,and into Paradiſe,a place of comfort,delectablenes,and 
all iweernefle, namely, heauen where Chrilt is. YVerely, Ve- 
rely, Tſay vnto you (aich Chrilt) he:that heare th my word, 
and beleenes in him that ſent me,hath eternal! life and com- 
meth not into condemnation, but paſſeth from death to life : 
Joh.5.25. Whar-js become then of this Purgatory? S. Pal 
faith, [ coxet to be diſſelued:and tobe with Chriſt:Phil. 1.23 
ſhewing thereby,that preſently after his diflolucion,he was 
robe with Chiift in glory. For we know(faith he) that when 


this 
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thy earthly tabernacle of ours #4 diſſolued, wee haxe a buil- 
ding not made with hands but eternal in the heanens,2 Cor. 
5.1. Saint Job in his Reuelation ſaith, Bleſſed are the dead 
which die in the Lord: from henceforth they reſt from thew 
labours,and their workes follow them, Reucl.q.1 3. If from 
the time of their death they haue bleſledneſſe and reſt (as 
he ſheweth) then are they not in any Purgatorie fire tobe 
{corched and moleſted. Saint Petey celleth the Saiors and 
children of God, and aſſureth them of it, That the end of 
their favth 44 the ſalnation of their ſoules,x Peter. g. If falua- 
tion of cheir ſoules begin at the end of their faith, which 
lafteth ynco the end of their life, (and no longer, for then 
they haue the fruition and poſſeſſion of that which they 
bcleeue and gps for)then is it manifeſt there is no Purga» , 
toric. Ambroſe ſaith, Gui hic nonreceperis remiſſionem pc» þ guy moriis, 
catorum, lic non erit wincalo: quia remiſſio peccatorum 
vita eternaeſt. Hee that heere in thu life receineth not re- 
wiſſion of ſinnes, ſhall nener come into the Kingdome of hea- 
wen: for life cternall 1s remiſſion of ſinnes.

The Church of Rome doth further hold, that their Pope 
hath authority to depoſe Kings and Princes. Burt by what 
title? It is cleare thar in his either ſo doing, or attempting 
to doe, he is both a notable craytor ynto God, whoſe au- 
thority hee dothclaime and arrogate, and vnto Princes to 
whom hee ſhould be ſubieR. For, the raifing and pulling 
downe of Princes, God bath reſerued to himſclfe alone, 
in his power: For it #he (not the Pope) that depoſerh the 
mighty from their ſeates, and exalreth them that are of low 
degree,Luk.r, It is he (not the Pope) that patteth downe 
Kings, gineth kingdomes to wl. omſorner be will, And it is 
he that ceſtifieth of himſelf, laying, Per me Regerregnam, 
principes dominantur: By me K ings reigne, Princes beare 
dominion,Dan.3.20.and Chap.q.14 and 22. Sccing there. 
fore itis God that hath this high authority proper to him- 
ſelfe, which way can the Pope claime it, without iniurie 
and treaſon'ynco God ? Will he claime it by reaſon of his 
keyes, and in his Apoſtolicall right? That he cannot doe; 
For be muſt remember that the keyes giuen,were the keyes 
of the Kingdome of heanen, Mat.16.19. And therefore by 
authority of the keyes he cannot meddle with terreſtriall 
kingdomes, to open an entrance for any into them, or to 
ſhur our or exclude any thac be in them. And befide, Saint 
Pax! the Apofile doth ſay expreſly both of himſclfe, and 
of the reſt of the Apoſtles, that how great authority ſoc- 
uer they haue for the ouerthrowing of ſtrong holds, (that 
is, of rebellious thoughts, and proud conceits, and ſtiffe. 
necked opinions ſeated in mens hearrs againſt God, as 
himſelfe expounderth in the ſame place ) that all their po. 
wer and meanes to conuert men, is onely by the ſword of 
the Spirit, which is the Word of God, and by the power 
of the keyes committed to them. In all which their autho- 
ritig,giuen ynto them from Chriſt, hee confeſſech 94

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2 Cor.10.4.that the weapons of their warfare, are not car- 
nall,bur mighty through God ; that is, fpiricwall, Which 
words doe demonſtrate, that by their Ecclefiafticall mini» 
ſterie,they haualearely no cjuill authoritie committed to 
them, : 

And morcouer it is manifeſt, by the praQiſe of the Apo- 
(Ucs and all cheir precepts (commanding all Chriſtians co 
obcy their Rulers,their Kings, & Princes,yea though they 
were perfecutors)chat the Apoltles neucr-had avy ſuch aw 
thority commicted to them : Rom. 13.1-2.9.4. 1 Pet.2.13. 
T.3.1.And therfore it ivvndoubtedly true,that the Pope 
of Rome cannot claime it by any ſuch authority. Againe, 
the Biſhop of Rome can claime no more authority by the 
power of the keies,or of binding and loofing,then any 0- 
ther Biſhop elſewhere may doe:for the keies,that isto ſay, 
the power of opcnivg and ſhutting, and of binding & loo- 
lidg ; /oh.20.12.23.-were giuen to all the reſt of the Ape» 
ſikes as well as to Perry. And conſequently for any Miniſter 
of the Golpcll, thereby to claime authoritie aboue ano- 
ther, is abſurd : for they be all indifferently ioyned in one 
commilſion,and therefcre have all equall authoritie : and 
therefore the Biſhop of Rome by vertue of the keies, hath 
no more authority then any other Biſhop hath ; that is to 
ſay,none at all ro depoſe Princes, Their durie is ratherto 
practiſe obedience themſclues to them, and to teach the 
lame obedience to others as the Apoſtles of Chriſt did. Yea 
Chriſt himſelfe ſaid his kingdome w.ts not of this world:loh. 
18. ;6.Himſclfe likewiſe refuſed to be made a King : Iobn 
6.r5.Himſclfe paid tribute voto Ceſar, and commanded 
others to giue the ſame, and all other duties of ſubieion 
and obedience vnto Ceſar: Mat. 22.21.1f he were ſubie&t 
to Ce/ar;it is a ſhame for the Biſhop of Rome to exalt him» 
{elfe aboue Ceſar, 

But perchance the Biſhop of Rome will challenge, this 
his ſoueraigne authoritie over Princes by donation from 
Conſtantine,or ſome other Chriſtian Emperour. Indeede 
ſuch fables ſometimes he is not aſhamed to yrter: bur let 


it be the ſtrongeſt way for him,it you will,that ſome _ 
an 
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flian Emperour was ſo fooliſh as to giue bim his Empire, 
(which is neither likely nor credible) yet ſay 1, ir — 
ther lawfull nor tolerable for him to rake ir, if he will be a 
Minifter ofthe Goſpell, or ſucceſſor of tha Apoſtles, For 
Chriſt hath expreſly forbidden his Apoftles, and inther, 
al the Miniſters of the Goſpel,all ſuch dowinion,and cull 
juriſdiction, ſaying thus vnro them, The Kings of N ations 
raigne ouer them,and they that be great among (? them beare 
= or dominion : but it ſhall not be ſo with you Mat. 20.25, 
26.Mark. 10.42-4 :-Luk.2 2.25.26, 
Which words be moſt prohibitorie,and ſhe thar they 
may not raigne like Kings of nations, nor beare rule as 
eat men in thoſe nations doe : bur they muſt ſerue in the 
Church, and be diligent to diſcharge rin great charge in 
the Church, which their Maſter Chrilt Ieſus bach laid vpon 
them. And therefore euery way the Pope of Rome hath no 
title,bur is herein an vſurper, and an intruder, and a noto- 
rious and odjous traitor both ro God and Princes. And be- 
fides,all the ancient Churches haue affirmed and acknow- 
ledged the ſupreame authority of Princes, aboue & ouer al 
Priefts and people. And therfore faith Tertullian, Co- 
limms Imperatorem vt hominem 4 Deo ſecundi ſolo Des 
minorem:We honour the Emperonr as the next man to God, 
andinferiony to God onely. And againe he ſaith, that Prin- 
ces are, A Deo ſecunds.poſt eumprims, ante om nes, ſuper 
onmes: The ſecond to God, the firſt next after God, and be<= 
fore and oner all mon. 
Optarrs in like fort ſaith, Super Imperatorem non eft.niſ6 


Parmen. lib.1z, ſolus Dems qui fecit Imperatoroms : There 13 none abour the 


Chry(oft.ad ypo- Emperor, 


homil.2. 
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ut God onely which made the Emperonr. And 
Chryſoſtome ſaith, Parem vilum ſuper terram non haber: He 
hath no equall on earth. And Gregorie Bilhop of Rome, 
himſelte affirmeth, That the power u ginen to Princes from 
heanen,not onely owner ſouldiers, but Brietts, And therefore 
I conclude,thar the Church of Rome which now is, is not 
the Church which once it was, but is wonderfully fallen 
into corruption, and growne into pride, both againlt God, 
and his anointed Prince ; and conlequencly not onely may 
crre, 
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erre,but doth erre,and that moſt deteftably and abomina- 
bly in the higheſt degree. 

The Biſhop of Rome doth further hold, that hee hath , . . .. 
authoricie from Godto forgiue finnes: and thereupon he 9s rt 

, . genges and Pare 

ſendeth forth his Charters of Pardon, his Buls and Indul- xs, 
gences,to ſuch as he meaneth ro afloile, The Scribes inthe 
Goſpell could ( y,N one can forgine ſinnes but God: Marke 
2.7.10b 14.4 Elay 44-25 If therefore the Pope of Rome 
will take vpon him to forgiue finnes (in that ſort he doth) 
hee muft prouec himſelfe ro bee God, otherwiſe his ai. 
ons will not bee warranted: how often in the Scriptures 
is it ſaid of God, that he forgiverh iniquitie and traoſgreſ- 
fions? aſcribivg that authoritie only ro God, and tonoo- 
ther. n 

Ineede not recite any particular places,the Whole book 
of God is plentifull herein. I doe not denie,but Miniſters 
of the Goſpe)l haue power to bind and to looſe finners : 
(as Chriſt himſclfe ſhewerth Matth.16) bur how, and 
whom? They can neither iuſtifie the vnrighteous, whom 
God abhorreth,nor yet condemne the godly and faithfull, 
whom God dearely louerh. In as much therefore as they 
cannot pardon ſuch as God condemneth,nor yet c6demne 
ſuch whom God acquitteth,Ro.8. 3 3.34.it is manifeſithat 
all their power of binding & looſing fanners,is limited and 
bounded within the compaſſe of Gods wore, which they 
may not paſſe:tor if they do,they go beyond their warrant, 
and ſo all that they do,wil be of ao force. The incredulous yaw Minifers. 
'8nd obftinately wicked perſons, they may by warrant of bizde & looſe. 
Gods word pronounce condemnation againſt,ex 
do repent:and tethe afſuredly faithful, repentant;and god- 
ty perſons, whole continuall care is to God, & walk 
in his waies,they-may pronounce the ſentence of yndoub- 
ted and certaine ſaluation, becauſe the word of God doth 
affirme as much:and this is all the binding and loofing of 
finners which they haue,For in all their pronunciations of 
pardons, & forgiuenes of fins they muſt be ſure they ſpeake 
not in their owne names,nor their owne wils & —_ 
burthey muſt doc.it inthe name of God, being fult _ 
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" thatitis his word, will and pleaſure, which they vtter.Butr 
the Biſhop of Rome obſerueth nor the rule of Gods word 
to ſquare & meaſure his _ by : but pardoneth whom 
he liſt, and as he liſt, as if he were a God himlſelte, having 
abſolute power in himſelfe(without rcſpe& of Gods word 
or will)to doe what ke liſt, In fo much as Traitors and re- 
bels againſt Gol] and their lawfoll Princes, he will not only 
pardon without exception, but he will aber them in their 
damnable courſes, till ar laſt (when it is too late for them 
to repent) they will (if they rake not good heede intime) 
feele the {mart of it in hell rorments together for ever, 
Whar the religion of Rome is, may appeare by this that any 
man for money may get a pardon for his finzes: and then 
what finne need rich men feare to commit, when a Popes 
pardon will falue all ? or how 'can it bee otherwiſe then 
a religion of licentiouſneiſe, when for money a man may * 
have a licence or diſpenſation againſt any fin whatſoever, 
Theſe things bee ſuch open blots to the Romiſh religion, 
as that worthily every good and godly winde hath ir in 
deteftation,and doth iuſtly condemne it, Yet further will [ 
proue,that the Church of Rome cannot be the true Church 
poſſibly, 


Againſt Traditi> 1. The Church of Rome doth hold, that the divine and 


ſacred Scriptures doe not containe all chings neccflarie to 
ſaluation: but their ynwritten traditions muſi(forſooth)all 
be receiued with equall & like authority; for ſo hath their 
Councell of Trent dermined. And Pope. Leothe fourth 
feareth nor topronounce witha loud yoyce, T hat he that 


Concil.Trident.x, recaineth not without difference the popiſh Canons, as well as 


the ſowre Goſpels, beleeneth not aright, nor holdeth the Ca- 


Daft;n. 2 0.cap. tholike faith effelnally. The Decrerall Epiſtles alſo they 


number with the canonicall Scriptures, And Pope Agatho 
faith,that all che ſanRtions and decrees of their Romith See 


flint 19. cape are to be taken as eſtabliſhed by the divine voice. Which 


blaſphemics who can abide ? For hereby they make both 
the Scriptures imperfe&# ; and not ſo content, doe further 
adde vnto thoſe Scriptures. 

Wherein they commir two notable ſinnes : firſt, _ 
wg 


ly contrary to the teſtimonie of Saint 7obn,who faith, That 
theſe things are written that ye may beleene, and that in be- 
leewing ye may haze life eternall:and cleane contrary to the 
reſtimenic of S.Pax/, who ſaith, That the Scriptures(giuen 
by diuine inſpiration) are profitable toreproe, to teach to 
correft, to inſiruft,and perfelft the man of Ged, 2 Tim. ;.15. 
Ergo, che Scriptures or Word of God written, is a true, 
found, and perfeRt whole doArine, containing in it ſelfe 
fully all chings needfull for our ſaluation. Yea,S. Pax! faith 
expreſly ro Timothy, That the Scriptures are able to make 
him wiſe unto ſaluation: 2 Tim.$.15. And therefore the 
Church of Rome being cleane contradiftory ,doth marue- 
louſly erre : and therefore alſo wee need none of their yn. 
written traditions, 
And againe, how ſhould we be aſſured that thoſe tra- 
ditions which they call Apoſtolicall, be Apoſtolicall, con- 
fidering them noc written by the Apoſtles? Angnitine 
ſpeaking hereof, ſaich thus: $5 que reticuit Teſins Chriftus, Augpllin tyih. 
qu noſirim dicet hoc vel illud eſſe ? Et quit boc dicat, 44 leaner, 
qunomedo probabiz ? That is, If Ieſia Chri —_—— 
thing cloſe which of v5 ſhall ſay it ir this or that ? Andf any 
ſay it is this, how will he proze it? For all the errors of the 
Church of Rome, ſhroud theraſelues vnder the harbour of 
traditions. And Chry/oftome ſaith flatly, #harſoemer 3s re- Chryſoft.in Mat, 
quifite for onr ſalnationgs contained in the Sereptures. And _— 4 
againe he ſaith, Al things be cleere + manifeſt inthe Serig. (am —— 
tures, and what ſoeury things bee needfull be manifeſt there. 
And Hierome in the prologue of the Bible to P ax/ine, after 
hee had recited the bookes of the New Teſtamenc and the ' 
Old,faith thus: / pray thee (deare brother ) theſe lime, Hiemome in bis 
muſe vy6 theſt, krow nothing elſe, ſerke for none other thing, prologue of the 
And againe vponthe bookes of the Olde,and New Tefta« Side. 
ment : Theſe writings be holy, theſe bookes be ſound, there is 
none other to be cipared to theſe : whatſoener us beſide theſe, 
in no wiſe be receined theſe boly things, And a- Hierome vyou > 
gaine be ſaith, 4/orher things which rhey ſeeks ont or innenr 428% —W* 
: F at 
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4s their pleaſure mithout the authority and teſtimanie of the 
Scriprares(45 though they were the rradut1os of the Apoſtles) 
the Ward of Ged entteth off. Lex vs therfore tiand faſt rothe 
wriiaen Word of God : and as for their traditions, which 
they cannot proue, but obtrude ynto vs without teftimor y 
of Scriptures, let vs contemne them, For as Athanaſius 
ſaith ; The holy Scriptures inſpired from God ave ſufficient 
to al inſtrutlion of the truth, And as for the ather point of 
the Papiſts in<quailing and adding their traditions, their 
decretall Epiſties and Canons,tothe pure and divine word 
of God, it is blaſphcmie intoler2ble, and who can endure 
it? For doth not God ſay thus, Tee ſhall put nothing ts the 
word which 1 command you, neither take ought there from? 
Dcuc.4. And agairc hc laith; WE atſoener I commannd you, 
that take heed ye doe onely to the Lord : put nothing thereto, 
nor take ought there from. And doth not $ [obnin his Re- 
uclation lay, That if any man adde to ths Books, God ſhall 
addr vnts him the plagues which are written in thu Booke, 
and ſrall take away hu part out of the Books of Lafe ? I con- 


.. . . clude therefore, that theChurch of Rome, which doth not 


content ber {c}fe with the ſacred & holy Scripture (which 
the chafte ſpouſe of Chriſt evermore goth) is not the true 
Churchof God: For there foe ſhewerh her (elfe to beare the 
marke of a ftrumper, But when ſhee proccedeth and ad- 
deth her owne traditions, Decretall Epiſtles and Canons, 
to the word written; and makerhthem to bee of as good 
and equall authority, as the Canonicall and facred Scrip-, 
tures themſclues: what greater pride could have bin ſhew- 
ed,or what higher blaſphemy?Bur theſc are the right notes 
of an adultereſſe,co equall her ſelfc with her husband. Yea, 
what ſhould I ſay more? They hold chat the authoritie of 
the Church is aboue the Scriptures, wh.ch ſhewerh fol- 
lie the notable pride and fpirityall whoredome of theig 
Church. | 
2. The Church of Rome is Idolatrqus,and therefore ic 
is rot the crue Church. They tzll downe before Idols and 
Images as the Heathen did, avd therefore commit !dola- 
tric asthe Heathen did ; I ſpeake of the manncr of their 
worlſh; pt 
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worſhip:for the heathen howſoeuer they worſhipped nor 
the crue God, yet they thought they worſhipped the true 
God, their meaning was ro worſhip the true Godin the 
Image or Idoll,as the Papifts likewiſe doe meane:for they 
ſay,chey be not ſuch fooles,25 to thinke, or beleeve that an 
Image or Idol(inade of wood or ſtone) could be God:nei- 
ther were the heathen ſo fooliſh as rorhinke, or belceue, 
that their Idols or Images were God,(for they knew = 
were made of wood or ftone,or ſuch like;)bur(as rhey roo 
it) they worſhipped God in the Image, as the Papitts ſay 
they doe:and therefore the ciſe for che manner of worſhip 
is all one. Againe, if the Papiſts doc not worſhip the Idoll 
or Image, why doe they bow downe vnto it ? God cong . 
mandeth ſaying, Thos halt not make to thy ſelfe any granth Exod. 2« 
image:\o that the very making of {mages o:epreſent God 
withall(who is a ſpirit eternall and inuifible)is Idolatry. A= 
gaine be ſaith, Thow ſhalt not bow do»wne to them no» worſhip 
them,c+c.So that to bow down vnto them(though they be 
{uppoled to repreſent God) is [dolatrie : for God muſt be 
worſhipped in ſuch ſort 3s himſelfe hath preſcribed,& nor 
otherwiſe. And that it is flat Idolatry to worſhip God in a+ ; : 
ny Image,is exprefled & manifeſt by the childrey of Iſrael, "Ai. 
when they made the golden Calfe to be a repreſentation of 
God; for the Text ſhewerth chat it was Idolatry,for which p14 .. 
many of them were plagued and puniſhed ; and yet their 
meaning was to worſhip the rrue God in the calfe:for rhey 
were not {o (imple as tothinke or beleeve that chat dead 
Idol or image was God : and therefore the Idolatrie of che 
Church of Rome is as grofſe and wicked as theirs was, 
Neither can che Papiſts helpe themſclues io their wonced 
diftintion of Suagie, & nanpria,afiirming that they piug to 
Images but D#liam, that is ſernice ; and to God Larriam, 2 Cc:.6.1 5.16 
that 13,wor/aip : ſhewing rhereby, that both they wo: (111 þ 
God, and ſerue' Images, But how agreeth the Templ- of 
God with Images,faith Paul; or what warrant have they 
to ſerue Images befide God ? When Chriſt himſelfe foich Mot 419 
(it is wriuten)7 how halt worſhip the Lord thy God,and him _—_ 30 "2 
, oncly ſhalt thou ſerue. : 
F 2 And 
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And Pas! the Apoſtle doth likewiſe perſwade expreſſe- 
ly,that men ſhould rxyne from Idols or Images to ſerme the 
lining God, (where the word Daliais yied) whereby the 
Apolile doth ſhew, that there is ſuch an oppoktion be- 
rweene Images and the ſeruice of God,that he that ſerueth 
the one, cannot ſerue the other.God himſelfe difliketh 1- 
dols and Images vrterly, ſaying by the Prophet, that they 
are ſo farre from being Lay-mens books(a3 the Papiſts terme 
them) that they are no becter then teachers of lyes, And 
Saint /ohw bimſelfe commandeth all Chriſtians to keepe 
themſclues from Idols: befides,it is Idolatrie te pray vnto 
any but God : for Chriſt biddeth when men pray, notto 
call ypon the Virgin Mary, nor any other Saint depar- 
red this life, bur ypon God onely, when yee pray, (ſaith 
he) ſay thus: Our Father which art in beauen, ec. Againe, 
Saint Pax! faith, How ſpall they call vpon him on whon., 
they hae not beleexed ? Declaring thereby, that faith and 
prayer goe together. We can call ypon none,but wee mult 
conſequently alſo belecue on him : but we are to beleeue 
on none but God; therefore wee may pray to none bur 
God; and therefore the Church of Rome calling vpon 
Saints departed,commirteth groſſe Idolatrie: for the (crip- 
ture ſheweth, that God onely is to bee prayed vnto. Be. 
fides, they teach intheir Idolatrous Maſſe, or Sacrament 
of the Altar (as they terme it) after a certaine mumbling 
of words by the Prieſt, there is no bread nor wine remai- 
ning, but the very body and blood of Chriſt ; andthat 
peece of bread which is ſhewed (for bread ir ſill appea- 
reth to bee, forall their magicall mumbling) they com- 
maund to be adored & con nn) To adore or worſhip 
any creature( ſuch as bread is) is Idolatrie : The Papiſticall 
Church doththe ſame : &rgo, it is idolatrous. I have pro- 
ued jt before,that it remainerh bread after the conſecratis; 
& that Chriſt cannot poſſibly be there,as touching the bo. 
dily ſubſtance, becauſe in chat reſpeR be v aſcended wp into 
beaxen, & there ſftteth on the right hand of God bu Father, 
wntil he come to indge the quick & the dead. And if they wil 
not belegue diuine teſtimonies therein;yer the authority of 


Cicero 
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* Ciceroabeathen man might ſomewhat moue thern, for in 
one place he faith; Buem tam amentemn efſe putas,qus iilurn cif lib. te na- 
que veſcatur,Deum credateſſe?That is # how do you think ta Der, 
/o mad, 45 to beleene that which he eatethtobe God? Info 
n.uch therfore as the Church of Rome doth worſhip bread 
as if it were God, it is manifeſt they bee groſle Idolaters. 
And conſequently their Churchcannoc be the true Chutch 
of God on earth, 
;- -3- The Papilts doe not denie Chriſt in words, but if wee 
examine them by particulars, wee ſhall finde thar indeede 
they doe: as for example, we know that the right faich be- 
leeueth Chriſt Ieſus co be both God and Man, which the 
Churchof Rome in words will ao affirme:but vrge them 
wa this point of the Sacrament, & then they be wray them. 
ſelues,thar they beleeue not Chrift co haue atrue body:for 
when they are prefſed with this, that the-body of Chrift 
cannot be both in heauen and incarch at one and che ſclte- 
ſame cime,becauſc it is againſt che nature of a true body ſo 
to be: thep they become /b5quitaries,and (ay,that becauſe 
the God-bead of Chriſt is euery where,thertore hishuma- 
vity is every where, Bur this isno good canſequent-: for 
the Godrhead and humanity are of {everall natures.And if 
his body and fleſh were cutry where as his God-Þhead is 
how is chat true which the Angel ſpake,ſaying : Sarrexit, 4 
ox eſt byc: He © rsſen,he is not here? For theſe words ſhew 
that his body and flcſh is not euery where. Againe, if hee 
were cuery where in re{peRtof his humanity, how is it true 
that he aſcended ioto heauen > For that word, aſcenfion, 
doth ſhew that his bodily preſence did remooue from one 
place to another; and then was: it\norinthat place from 
whence it did remoue. | 
Laſtly, it is the propertie of adiniae nature robe every 
where : and 2re whillt they defend ehis vbiquitie of 
the fleſh of Chre/t,it is as much as if they ſhould ſay char the 
fieſhof Chriſt is turned intoGod(whichisa g ) 
And thus it appearerh, that the Papiſts doe,with the _— 
chiand,denic char Chriſt hath a true body, when 
that(concrary tothe nacure of a true body ) it may dee in 
26-4 % F 3; divers 
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diuers places at once; yea,cucry where : andtherefore de- 
nyivg Chriſt to have a true bodje, they are not the rue 
Church. And ſo much for their error concerning the per- 
ſon of Chriſt, 

4- Now forthe office of Chriſt (for his perſon and bis 
office bee two chiefe things which wee are altto regard.) 
The Papiſts will yeeld with vs, that it confiſteth in theſe 
three points; namely,that hee is both a Propher, a Prieſt, 
and a King. This I fay in words they wil acknowledge,bur 
indeeds and verity they doe not: for inreſpect that Chrift 
is our Propher, which (ſhould and did reueale his Fathers 
will vato the world, we ought to bee content with his 
voice, and ſearch no further then he hath revealed in the 
Scriptures. Bur the Papiſts are not ſo contented, bur they 
hold that their ynwrizcen traditions and Popiſh Canons, 
mult a)ſo be receiued vpon like perill of damnation, es be= 
fore I ſhewed, Concerning the Prieſi-hood of Chrift, ic 
confafteth in rwo things, namely, the offering vp of himſe!fe 
once for a full,perfeR,& {ufficient ſacrifice : And bis inter- 
ceſſion with his Father, which yer remaineth alſo,and (hall 
doe to the worlds end. Both theſe the Papiſts annihilate,os 
I willpreoue. Fit, concerning the ſacrifice and oblation 
of Chriſt,there is no doubr,but being once done vpon the 
Crofſe,it was a moſt full, perfe&, and ſatisfaRory ſacrifice 
todeliuer both 4 ca/pa & pena, from the guiltineſſe, and 
the puniſhment incident to that guiltinefſe: for otherwiſe, 
bow ſhould Chritt be leſus,that is, a Sauiour,if he did not 
deliuer vs ffom rhe puniſhment, as well as from the fin ? 
Bur the FRogeg hold char Chriſt hath obtained by his paſ- 
con. remiſhon for our ſiones going before Bapriſme : but 
for finnes commirted after Baptiſme, that his Pathon hath 
raken away onely the guiltine fie, that the puniſhment re- 
mainech notwithſtanding 3 which is to bee paid in Purga- 
toric (as wr re to bee redeemed by our owne ſacis- 
factions ; and fothey make the puniſhment duets fmane, 
(which is indeed eternall in hell Jro bee bur temporarie in 
Purgatorie,ypon ſatisfaRions (as they haue deuifed.) Bur 
what can a man giue for the ranſome of bis ſoule ?- Apd ir 

appeareth 
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_ before,euen by the reportof Awgeſftine,that the 
tholick faith beleeueth no Purgatory, ſuch as they have 
invented, For as Saint John ſaith, 7 he blond of Chriſt # that 1 lob 1,7. 
which pmrgethvs from all ſine : and that his moſt precious 
bloud is 1 only Purgatory we hold, and doth deliver his 
people from the puniſhment due to ſinnes, as well as from 
fins : for our puniſhment was laid ypon him, and with his 
ſtripes weare healed,as the PropherEſay ſpeakerh. Againe, Eſay 53. 
the Papiſts doe ſay, they offer vp Chiilt in their Maſe, 
which Maſle they ſay is propiciatory,both for the liuing & 
the dead. Firſt,tor the dead it cannor be propitiatorie,nor 
do good ynte;for as the tree fallerh,ſo ic lieth:and asa man Eccleſ.1 2. 
is found codie, ſohe goerh either eo heauen or to hell, A 
third place which the Papiſts call Purgatorie, there is not, 
And if any bee in heauen, their Mafles can doe them no 
good:ſor they enioy all good already, And if any be in bel, 
we know that Ex inferno nulla redemptio; From hell there 1\1c 16, 
8:7 noredemption.

1 Tim.2.5. Butthe Papiſts be nor content with him, but 
will haue many Mediators. S. Pax! (ſaith moreouer, that by 
him we hae boldueſſe and acceſſe vnto God: Eph.3.12.And 
therefore what fooliſh feare is ic of Papilts co appoint to 
themſclues other Mediators? Sith therefofe the Church of 
Rome doth not repute the one oblation of Ieſus Chrilt,and 
his intercefſ6 to be perfeR, but accuſeth them of imperſe- 
Rion(as appeareth by their dorine)it cannot pothibly be 
the true Church.Chriſt himſelf biddeth ro aske in no other 
name then his;& promiſerh,thae whatſoever ſhal be asked 
inhisname,it (hall be done : obn 14.13.14. Chry/offome 
ſpeaking of the woman of Canaan, who though ſhe were 
a fioner,was bold to come vnto Chriſt, ſaith thus; Ex pro-

Am- 
braſe likewiſe avbwererhithe carnaHLrezfon <f the; Papilts': 
Salent ((aith lie } am1ſera v1 excuſcetione; ditrrites, per 5/Fas 
poſſe we ad Deii-ſoent per Cortes tur ad Rrges.[deo ad re- 
gem per tribunas, + comites ity, quia homo viique eft rex: 
ad Dem antem, quem viique mbil latet, ſnſfranatore non 
eft ops ſed mente denota Vbicunque emm talu locutus fue- 
rit reſpontdebit als, Thatis, They are wont to we apitifull 
excuſe ſaying, By theſe (Saints) they may haue acceſſe vnto 
God, as by Earles there is acceſſetoa Kinos: Thereſave it 
that by Officers aud Earles, acceſſe 1 made to the King, be- 
cauſe the King himſelfe 11 4 man. But to come to God ( from 
whom nothing u hid ) there # nancede of «ſpokeſman ,but of 
a denont minde*: for whereſoener ſuch on ſpeaberh to him, 
he will anſwer him. The Church of Rome therefore; which 
accounterh not of the ſufficiency and perfeRion of that one 
oblation of Chriſt, nor of his continu3ll intercefſton,cannoc 
poſſibly be the rrue Church. 

6. The Papifts in words will not deny but Chriſt is a 
King,which bath all power in heauen and ih earth. But in-

Thirdly, 
heeclaimech molt ne _— the heactof the whole 
vnjueria;/l Church,which tucle of prexogatiue is gh 
uen and attributed. ovely to leſus Chrifieo whom wendy Epheſ. 1.22, 
apperzaineth.) Bu: before I proceede any further herein, 
demand of the Pope and Papilts 5 when, and by whe 
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righr, he their proud Pope taketh ypon him his ticle to be 
head of the Church,or rniverſall Biſhopouer all che Chri- 
ſian world (by yertue of which ticle he raketh-ypon him 
to rule as he lift, and ro do what he lit. )Firſt,to claime it as 
ſucceſſor to Petey,is impoſſible : for that Peter the Apoſtle 
neuer had any ſuch title, prehemineace, or auchoritic ouer 
the reft of the Apoſtles. 

Itis true that Chrift ſaid to Peter(after he had confeſſed 
Chriſt tobe thut Chriſt,the Sonne of the living God)T how 
art Peter and vpon this rocke wil 1 build my Church. Theſe 
words hitherto giue no ſuperiority to Petey aboue the reſt: 
onely they ſhew that the Church is builded non ſuper Pe- 
trum, ſed ſuper petram : not vpon the perſon of Peter, but 
vpon the Rocke: and vpon what Rocke? namely, vpon that 
Chriſt Ieſus whom Pecer confeſleth ro be the Son of the 
living God.For that confefſion of Peter concerning lefus 
to be char Chriſt the Son ofthe living God, is the Rocke 
whereupon the Church is builded : for(as S.Pax/expoun- 
deth and affirmeth.) Orher foundation can no man lay, but 
that which 4 laid already,namely,leſus Chrift. And in ano- 
ther place he faith expreflely ; that that Rocke was Chriſt. 
And Chriſt himſelfe affirmerth like wiſe,chat he that heareth 
his words and doth them, i; likened ro one that buildeth his 
bouſe vpon a rocke : ſhewing thereby, that he, and bis words 
and Dottrine be the rocke againſt which the gates of hell ſhal 
nener prenasle. agpincle whereunto ipeaketh Saint 
Pax! againe when hee faith, that the Church is builded 
vpen the foundation of the Prophets and Apoſtles, Chrift 
Teſus himſelfe beeing the Head tone in the corner. Where 
then ſhall wee that Peter was made Prince of the 
Apofiles, to rule ouer all the reſt,as the Pope now doth? 
The Papilts anſwer, that in the next words, when Chriſt 
aue ynto Pereyby ſpeciall name;the keyes of binding and 
, hee thereby made Perer the Prince and vniver- 
fall Biſhop of the whole Church. But hercunto I ay, 
that Chriſt therein gaue no authority more to Peter, then 
to the reſt ; that at this time the keyes were not giuen to 
him, nor to the reft, ay 
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ſhouldbee giuen:for the words be not in che preſent tenſe, 
Dox#ht Þgine vntether: butin the future tenſe,Dabo ribs, 
1wilt giuevnte. ther which prowife of Chrift was after- 
warderuly performed;& when it was performed,the keys, 
that is,the power of binding & loofing ſinners, was giuen 
notonely to Peter, but to Peter, and all the reſt rogether, 
as Saint Job in his Goſpell cleerely declarerb andauouch..” 
eth.Now becauſe Peter was the man thatgaue anſwer for 
himſelfe, and the reſt, therefore our Sauiour Chriſt fpake 
perſonally ynto Perer,and fo both Cyprian and Auguſtine 
doc expound and declare it. Otherwiſe,neither in the pro- 
miſe of the keyes, nor yet in the reccite of the ſame did 
Peter recciue any more authority or ſuperioritythen the 
reſt ofthe Apoſtles did,” I gravt he was called prizexe, be- 
cauſe he-was of the firſt that was called ro the A Pp;

Ini Cyprixns time it was deemed a matter —_— 
any co rake ypon him to be Biſhop of Biſhops, as 
reth by that yoice which he crieth in the Councell 
thage. Itwaslikewiſe-decreed in the: | Akcigan Councell: 
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that none ſhould be called Prieftor Prieſts, or Archprief, 
or any ſuch like,The Councell of Nice did decree, yhatthe 
Biſhop of Rome ſhould keepe himſalfe withinthe com. 
paſſe of his prouince,and not exceede his:bourjds ; as like- 
wiſe the Biſhops of Antioch, lerufalem, and Conſtantino- 
ple were to doethe like, Other Councels,did iffirme as 
much,(which becaule they are ſufficiently. knowne, I need 
not to recite. Bur they all ſhew,thar at thoſe times the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome had vo greater Iuriſdiftion then within his 
owne prouince, and that he could not meddle within the 
Prouinces of other Biſhops. And Hierome of his time faith, 
that the Biſhop of Eugubium,or any other the leaſt Sea, is 
equall co the Biſhop of Rome.

And euen at. the very firſt 
time when [hn Biſhop of Conſtantinpple, ſoughtto ger 
that title of vniver(all Biſhop co his See, Gregorierhen Bi= 
ſhop of Rome, did himſelfe ſtand againſt it mightily, and 
affirmed that he could be no leſſe then Antichriſt whoſoe- 
uer did cake vnto him that Title. Firſt therefore it is mani.
